$400,000 was 
made 
up of fiour. notes, bonds and 
stocks, 
by all the members of the firm. Spencer 
said the loans on securities often ran as 
high as $1,000,000. 
It was frequently the 
case that the firm paid more for the use of 
money than it received on loans. Witness 
said Fish sometimes drew on his private 
account to pay fictitious earnings to depos­ 
itors. He stated that Grant & Ward did a 
losing business after February 28, 1882. 
Kiot :it a >Ti*gro Camp Meeting. 


C o l u m b i a (S. C .), June 12th.— News lias 
been received here of a bloody riot which 
occurred on Sunday at a negro camp-meet­ 
ing at Mount Zion Church, about nine 
miles from Yorkvilie. The country colored 
people had promulgated the idea that they 
aid not want die town negroes at their 
meeting “ puttin’ on airs.” and in turn the 
town negroes had boasted that they would 
go to Zion and teaeli the rural folks a les­ 
son in etiquette. Besides the knives and 
razors and cheap pistols which go to make 
up a negro’s defensive outfit, eacli party 
was well supplied with whisky. Scarcely 
had the first town contingent arrived when 
hostilities began. 
The conflict was des­ 
perate and bloody, and raged for over an 
hour, at the end of which time the country 
people were in possession of the field and 
the town men in full retreat. The casual­ 
ties. as near as can fie learned, were one man 
killed, two fatally wounded, and at ieast 
twenty more or iess seriously injured. A 
general stampede followed the first clash. 
The meeting closed without the- formality 
of the doxology. and frightened negroes of 
both sexes and all ages and conditions 
scampered oil'in every direction. 
Sullivan on Another Spree. 


P h i l a d e l p h i a , June 12th.—John L. Sul­ 
livan. who has been [losing at the National 
Theater, broke out last niglit on an old­ 
time spree and made matters lively about 
Ninth and Chestnut streets. He made his 
appearance at the Girard House bar after 
12 o’clock and drank himself drunk before 
leaving the place. He then stepped across 
the street to the Continental Hotel, where 
all who appeared were made to scamper 
before the infuriated pugilist. At 5 this 
morning he returned to the Girard cafe and 
demanded something to eat. and going to 
the oyster bar consumed six dozen clams. 
This is verified by the attendant, who grew 
tired with opening them. After tins he 
drank considerable whisky, and then, liy 
main force, several acquaintances took him 
to the Continental. They carried him up 
stairs and put him to bed. Being aroused 
at 11 a. m. to take the train for the West, he 
became belligerent, and everybody was 
compelled to stand back. Finally, with 
much persuasion, he was dressed, and, after 
swallowing a pint of whisky, consented to 
go to the depot. Several times he dispersed 
the crowd of on-lookers. but was at last 
safely seated in a ear at the Broad-street 
depot.Prohibition Trouble in Maine. 


S p r in g Vale ¡Me,), June 12th.—The 
trouble which has been brewing for some 
time over the enforcement of the prohibi­ 
tory law culminated last night in the or­ 
ganization of a mob, armed with revolvers 
and stones, and attacks were made upon a 
number of houses in which windows were 
smashed and other damage done. 
The 
gang went to the house of William H. 
Frost, about a quarter of a mile from the 
village, and sent a shower of rocks through 
the windows, accompanied by a volley of 
bullets from their revolvers fired in reckless 
disregard to the sleeping family within. 
Taking the direct road to the village, the 
mob next stopped at the house of John W. 
Frost, a trial Justice here. 
Shots were 
fired into the house, where a woman, 
children and an old man were sleeping. 
Fortunately no one was hurt, but the 
windows were demolished. The house of 
G. H. Roberts was next visited. Here also 
the windows were smashed and the furni­ 
ture damaged. The residence of Wilson 
Chenney. a prominent clothing dealer, was 
also treated to a volley of ro.eks. The final 
effort of the mob was made against the 
office of the Adi wvi.v. The editor of this 
paper sleeps in the office. A perfect furi- 
lade was kept up. and bullets were fired 
into the room. The editor’s only offense 
was the publication, without comment, of 
the liquor trials. By what seemed a mira­ 
cle he escaped injury. The raiders then 
disbanded.

has been telegraphed for. 
Three H oys Terribly Itarned.

New Y ork, June 12th.—The Hail road 
Gazette contains another letter from V . L. 
Martin, dated Plymouth, England, in which 
he says he is a large shareholder in the 
Central Pacific, and lias been on the regis­ 
ter for several years. Also. “ T hold,” he 
says, “ a large amount of stock not regis­ 
tered in my name. 
1 never sold a single 
share, and up to this time have received no 
intimation from the Central Pacific office 
that a lease of the road had been granted 
to the Southern Pacific. Huntington, in 
writing to me March 11. 1885. does not 
mention the lease. 
It is most unfair to the 
Central, and its clauses are obscure. The 
action of the directory, making a dividend 
of $12,000,1 00, which is not payable until 
May, 1886, is absurdly inadequate. It ap­ 
pears to me that Stanford, Huntington 
and Crocker have betrayed us. sacrificed 
our interests. I am utterly at a loss to un­ 
derstand how the law of any country can 
allow such transactions to be consummated 
without the consent of shareholders.” The 
Itaihoad Gazette agrees with its correspond­ 
ent that the lease of railroads should al­ 
ways be submitted to the stockholders.

R ecord-Umon ; It is well-known 
that a petition was signed not long since 
by ail the wholesale dealers and the busi 
ness men generally in the lower portion of 
the city, asking the Commissioners not to 
select a site for the new Postoffice east of 
Fifth street. That petition was in the best 
interests of the city ; was signed by those 
whose business requires the most extended 
and constant use of the postal facilities, and 
it was therefore entitled to the utmost re­ 
spect and consideration at the hands of 
the Commission, but it was entirely disre­ 
garded. 
' It is known that all the wholesale and 
leading business houses have to make 
trips to the l’ostoffice at each outgoing or 
incoming mail, and to accommodate this 
large and important class, the Postoffiee 
should be placed at as central and conven­ 
ient a location for them as possible. The 
remainder of the people are served twice a 
(lay promptly by carriers, and boxes for 
the mailing of letters 
are distributed 
throughout the city, giving every desired 
facility for the frequent receipt of mail at 
ones door, or for transmission without 
going to the office at all. It makes no dif­ 
ference to those thus served where the 
Postoffice is located, for they get their mail 
with sufficient promptness wherever they 
are, and seldom have occasion to go to the 
office. 
On the contrary, the carrier service is of 
no account to the active business houses, 
but they require, for the prompt transaction 
of business, .boxes at the postoffice, and 
these must be visited as soon as each mail 
is distributed, and letters, again, are taken 
to the office before the close of each mail. 
It has always been a decided commercial 
advantage to the trade of this city that it 
was able to receive and answer correspond­ 
ence and orderson tliesameday. Todo this 
it is necessary to work up to the last mo­ 
ment before outgoing mails. Remoteness 
of the Postoffice from the trade center will 
proportionately lessen this ability. Thus 
it will be seen that the location of the new 
site is of utmost importance to the active 
business people, and they should promptly 
and stoutly protest to the Secretary of the 
Treasury at Washington against the ap­ 
proval of any location which is not central 
and convenient for them. Any location 
above Fifth street is neither central nor 
convenient to this class. Let steps be 
immediately taken to make this fact known 
to the Federal authorities.

and that her Majesty had informed him 
that she had summoned the Marquis of 
Salisbury, tire leader of the Opposition in 
tiie House of Lords, to Balmoral, for the 
purpose of intrusting him with the mission 
of forming a new Ministry. 
Gladstone, continuing, said that under 
the peculiar circumstances surrounding the 
outgoing Government he would, a little 
later on, propose that the 
House 
of 
Commons adjoure until next Monday. 
The question had arisen, he proceeded 
to 
say, whether 
it 
would 
be 
best 
for the public convenience and interest 
to go on with the pending legislation con­ 
cerning the redistribution of seats bill. 
The present Government would only do so 
with the consent of the House. He did 
not believe any difference of principle in 
respect to tins most important measure 
could now possibly arise between the 
parties, and he reminded the House that 
the Government and opposition were both 
under a compact regarding the redistribu­ 
tion bill. It would, however, be gratifying 
to himself and his colleagues or the out­ 
going Cabinet if, before they ceased their 
public dut:es, they could regard the bill as 
sealed and delivered. 
Sir Stafford Northcote. o:i behalf of the 
Conservatives, responded, llis party de­ 
sired to proceed with the redistribution bill 
as rapidly as possible. There was no rea­ 
son why tlic amendments made to the bill 
by the House of Lords should not at once 
receive the assent of the House of Com­ 
mons, but the question of these amend­ 
ments was in a peculiar shape. The amend­ 
ments were not yet printed, and he thought 
it desirable to have them printed before 
formally acting on them. 
Gladstone expressed acquiescence with 
these views, and the sitting of the House 
was suspended until 
the amendments 
should tie received. The amendments as 
passed by the Lords having finally reached 
the House, the sitting was resumed, and it 
was decided to make the amendments the 
subject of discussion next Monday, and an 
adjournment was taken to that date. 
The remainder of the session was occu­ 
pied in reading for thethird time the redis­ 
tribution of seats bill and the passing of 
amendments thereto.

City of Mexico, June 8, 1885. 
Whatever the traveler in Mexieo may 
miss seeing, it must not be Guadalupe, the 
historic suburb about two miles distant 
from the capital, where appeared the first 
American saint in the calendar. 
It is 
reached by a tramway running over one of 
those ancient causeways of the Aztecs, 
which Cortez found when he invaded Ten 
ochtitlan. 
Alkaline sands and saline 
marshes—remains of the once bravo lakes 
upon which the conqueror launched his 
brigantines—still till most of this famous 
valley. 
The road to Guadalupe is set at 
frequent intervals with quaint and lofty 
shrines, built by early 
Conquistadores, 
which, in days not long past, held each its 
worshiped image of Jesus, Marie or Jose. 
In the circle of mountains environing Ana- 
huac, the extinct volcanos Ajusco and Ma­ 
li nche stand guard upon the right, while 
on the left those gigantic sentinels, Popo­ 
catepetl and Ixtaecihuatl tower above the 
clouds, their eternal snows gleaming in the 
sunshine of endless summer. 


GUADALUPE AND ITS TRADITION. 
Guadalupe is famous for its splendid 
church—one of the finest, and once the 
richest in all Spanish-America; and for the 
chapel, Del Cerrito, built on the summit of 
the sacred hill, Tepeyacac, where the Vir­ 
gin is said to have appeared. The tradition 
of Guadalupe is simple enough, and its 
participants were mostly of humble origin. 
The story, devoutly believed by millions of 
dusky devotees, is as follows : ' Juan Diego 
was an Indian from the neighboring village 
of Cuautitlan, who had recently been con­ 
verted to the Catholic faith, with his wife, 
Marie Lucia, and his uncle. Juan Pernardi- 
no. He earned a modest living by laboring 
in the maguey fields of Toltetlac, from 
which place lie often journeyed on foot to 
the town of Santiago Thaltiloleo, to hear 
mass celebrated by the Franciscan monks 
who had charge of the parish. 
On one of 
these pilgrimages (December 12, 1531), 
while crossing the ridge of bushy lulls 
which outline the border of Lake Texcoco, 
lie sat down to rest upon a stone, which is 
still pointed out, at the foot of that hill, 
then called by the IndiansTepetlyecaezol— 
signifying “ nose of the mountain”—■which 
the Spaniards have since abbreviated to 
Tepeyacac. Suddenly Diego heard such 
soft anil harmonious music as had never 
before fallen upon mortal ears, and, looking 
up. he beheld an inverted rainbow of ex­ 
ceedingly brilliant colors, with a white, 
transparent cloud within its arch, in the 
jnidst of which stood a beautiful female 
figure, clad in fashion of Indian women of 
noble caste. 
Beckoned hv the apparition, 
the astonished Juan approached, and fell 
upon his face before the glory of her coun­ 
tenance. Then, in a voice of wondrous 
sweetness, the vision commanded him to 
go at once to the Bishop pi Mexico and tcii 
him that she, Mary, th-j mother of Christ, 
desired him to build her a chapel on that 
spot, whereupon she would become the 
special patroness of the poor and lowly and 
devote herself to giving aid to those who 
should call upon her in time of trouble. 
The noted friar, Juan de Zumarraga, of the 
Order of San Francisco, was then Bishop of 
Mexico—a haughty zealot, who ruled with 
iron hand. He it was who boasted 'hat 
during his day more than thirty millions of 
Indians were baptized per force, their pyra­ 
mids and temples destroyed, and even 


T H E FU C E LESS PICTU RE-H ISTORIES 
W hich their fathers had ¡tainted on the 
woven fiber of the maguey were burned, 
thus foolishly obliterating all the early 
records of mysterious races, for which an­ 
tiquarians may now search in vayi. 
The trembling Indian proceeded straight­ 
way to the episcopal palace; but how could 
a poor Aztec, but newly converted from the 
worship of lils idols, expect to gain cre­ 
dence to such a tale from the great Zu- 
tuarraga? After great difficulty he was at 
length admitted and allowed to tell his 
story', but his Holiness naturally demanded 
some proof of such strange assertions. 
Dejected and bewildered, Diego returned 
to Tepeyacac—when, lo ! the Virgin ap­ 
peared a second time, exactly as at first. 
Upon his request for a token, she demand­ 
ed him to go to the mountain top, gather 
the flowers he would find there and convey 
them to the Bishop as a sign from her. On 
those bleak hills nothing hud now grown 
but cactii and chaparral; hut on this occa­ 
sion Juan found amid the rocks a bed of 
blood-red roses, fragrant and wet with dew. 
Carrying them in his tilma (a native apron 
made from century plant fiber), he hurried 
back to the bishopric, and rushed unbid­ 
den into the presence of Zumarraga, who 
sat in his private apartment, surround­ 
ed by priestly friends. Prostrating himself 
before the scarlet-canopied throne, the In­ 
dian related all that had occurred; then, 
dropping his ttlina to display the flowers, 
behold! another miracle had been wrought* 
for no roses were there, but in their stead, 
supernaturally painted upon the coarse 
apron, was a perfect portrait of the Virgin, 
cloud, rainbow and all, precisely as Juan 
had described her. The Prelate and his 
priest, struck with awe at this divine man­ 
ifestation, fell upon their knees and blessed 
the sacred picture; then reverently bearing 
it into the oratory, they returned thanks to 
the Most High. 
As soon as Zumarraga had sufficiently 
recovered from his emotion, he called to­ 
gether a vast procession of clergy and per­ 
sons of nobility, and, with Juan as guide, 
visited the place where the Virgin lmd ap­ 
peared. They said masses upon the sacred 
spot with great emotion ; then, returning 
to the Episcopal palace where the precious 
apron was temporarily deposited, all the 
services of the church were exhausted 
upon it, after which it was transferred with 
most solemn ceremonies to the grand cathe­ 
dral in the City of Mexico. 
Upon a third occasion the Virgin ap­ 
peared to the fortunate Diego, one day 
when he was hastening to procure a con­ 
fessor for his uncle, who was supposed to 
he dying. The Indian came by way of this 
barren mountain, instead of following a 
nearer route, in hope of again encountering 
the apparition ; and sure enough, the gra­ 
cious 
Mother of Sorrows " met him and 
bid him return, lor by her interposition 
Bernardino was at that moment recovered. 
Such is the story of the early priests, and it 
has been the means of bringing into the 
church thousands of wandering Indians 
who would otherwise have rejected the 
preaching of its authors. It is a singular 
coincidence that long before the conquest 
there were three places of human sacrifice 
near the same spot, one of which upon this 
identical Mount Tepeyacac,was consecrated 
to Tonantzin— 


THE MOTITEB OF AI.L THE GODS, 
The name itself signifying in Aztec "O ur 
Mother." Sahagun, the historian, relates 
that in the old days, as now, great crowds 
of worshipers came from long distances to 
celebrate the annual rites of this goddess, 
and that from time immemorial Tepeyacac 
has been to the Indians what Mecca is to 
pious Moslems. Though the second im ­ 
aginary divinity given by the wily priest­ 
hood to superstitious souls that required 
such aliament purported to come for suc­ 
cor, instead of to destroy—like his terrible 
predecessor—it is probable that the adora­ 
tion of all the centuries has been rendered 
to about the same mythical being, under a 
changed name and by different rites. The 
miracle of Guadalupe is said to have oc­ 
curred nineteen years and four months after 
the Spanish conquest of Mexico, when 
d em ent XII. was Dope, and Carlos V. 
reigned through his viceroys over the 
" souls, bodies and estates” of his New- 
W orld subjects. It Is not strange that the 
enslaved and suffering Aztecs, who had 
just been vanquished and humiliated after 
witnessing the burning of their homes, the 
destruction of their fields, and the blood of 
their murdered countrymen mingling with 
the streams of Anahuac. should have 
hailed with joy the tradition of a deity 
to whom they might appeal from the in­ 
justice and cruelty of men. It touched 
the national pride that this miracle was 
wrought for their benefit, and that the 


Queen of Heaven Appeared in person to 
one of the hum blest of their own race. 
How the Viujfin came to be named 
Guadalupe” 
history 
does 
not 
say. 
W hether she-look that name from the vil­ 
lage at the foot of Tepeyacac, or whether 
the ham let was so called in honor of her, 
the reader Is left to infer; but certain it is 
that m ujer the name of Our Lady of Guad­ 
alupe she is worshiped throughout Span­ 
ish America, and yearly hundreds of girl 
babies are christened by that somewhat 
ponderous cognomen. 
Immediately after the miracle a herm it­ 
age was built upon the mountain, at Bishop 
Zumarraga's expense, and the supernatural 
painting deposited therein. Juan Diego 
vrns made its custodian, and dwelt in a 
tiny house adjoining until he died, in 1543. 
Juan Bernardino—the 
miraculously-re­ 
stored uncle—died of yellow fever, at the 
age of 80, and to-day his grave may be seen, 
beside that ot his now famous relative and 
Marie Lucia, in the chapel of Guadalupe. 
For nearly a hundred years the apron re­ 
mained in the hermitage, though it was 
small and poor of architecture; but mean­ 
time devotion to the adorable 8anta Guad­ 
alupe had so increased among the Catholics 
of Mexico that enormous contributions 
flowed in from all quarters. 
The corner­ 
stone of 


THE MAGNIFICENT CATHEDRAL 
W hich now adorns Guadalupe village, was 
laid in 1022 by ihe illustrious Archbishop 
Lord Juan de la Serna. The building alone 
is said to have cost eight millions of dol­ 
lars. not including the famous tabernacle 
of silver (a gift from the Viceroy, Count de 
Salvatierra) nor the sixty golden lamps 
that hung in the vaults of the temple. All 
the articles used in the church service were 
of solid gold or silver; and indeed, so 
munificent became the devotees with their 
gifts that soon this suburban edifice be­ 
came a hundred times richer than the 
great cathedral at the capital. 
in 1571. at the demand of Doctor Fran­ 
cisco de Solis, judicial proceedings were in­ 
stituted to inquire into the validity of the 
Virgin’s apnaii ion. The truth of the story 
having been legally proved to everybody’s 
satisfaction, the Spaniards rechristened the 
place Tepeatilla; and later all the rich 
treasures were deposited here which Gon­ 
zalo de Sandoval and others of the con­ 
querors had stolen from the defenseless 
nation during the storming of Mexico. 
If any doubting Thomas demands further 
proof, he has but to enter the sacred edi­ 
fice, walk down the aisle and stand before 
the great high altar. There, covered with 
crystal and ornamented by a golden frame 
in the form of a radiating halo, he may 
there see the original tilma once worn by 
Juan Diego with the famous portrait upon 
it, exactly as painted 
by supernatural 
agency three hundred and fifty-live years 
ago; and any number of Bishops and other 
clergy stand ready to swear on stacks of 
Billies to its identity. 
The coarse apron is 
the same as that manufactured to-day front 
the maquey (century plant) fibre and worn 
by native hijos del pias—sons of the soil. 
The Virgin’s complexion, as ¡portrayed by 
her own miracle, is mahagony- brown, black 
hair long and flowing, dark eyes downcast, 
and her costume like that of the Aztec 
maidens before the conquest—a woolen 
gown of pale red, falling loosely from neck 
to naked feet, and a blue mantle covering 
the bead—the only variation from mortal 
attire at the time of her appearance being 
the golden crown upon her head and stars 
upon her gold-bordered mantle. She is 
called the Creole Virgin, and upon all her 
pictures appear the trium phant words— 
non fecit talitcr omni nation ! 
Originally the gold-rayed picture was 
surrounded by diamond stars and clustery ¡ 
Of1 jewels worth untold sums, while sus­ 
pended above it was a dove of soiid silver, 
measuring five feet from wing to wing. The 
railing which runs ou both sides of the 
passage from altar to choir-room—a dis­ 
tance of several yards—was also of solid 
silver, and many of the golden crucifixes, 
chandelabras, chalices, etc., were studded 
with gems. But when the Liberal ¡ arty 
overhauled the churches for revenue a few 
years ago, though Guadalupe fared better 
than most of them, many of these treas­ 
ures were replaced by imitations in baser 
metals. 
THE CHA PEL lir.L CERRITO 
Was built on the mountain top in place of 
the shabby Hermitage, a hundred years 
after the Virgin’s appearance, by Don Cris­ 
tobal de Aguc-rro and his pious spouse, the 
Donna 1‘eligrina. 
It is reached by a long 
and winding causeway cut out of the solid 
rack that composes the hill, which, as well 
as the aqueduct and fountain of Guada­ 
lupe village, was paid for by Archbishop 
Jlivera, the first vice-king of Mexico. For 
many generations Del Cerrito was under 
the care of several priests, and in 1780 
Archbishop Rubio transformed it into an 
abbey. About this time Rope Benedict IV'. 
conceded to Guadalupe church a special 
mass and prayers, to he used by no other 
sanctuary in the world. During Mexico’s 
struggle to throw off the yoke of Spain, her 
revolutionary George Washington — the 
poor curate, Miguel Hidalgo—took for his 
banner a picture of Nuestra Señora de 
Guadalupe, which cause the movement to 
assume the character of a crusade, and in­ 
sured its first successes. After independ­ 
ence became an accomplished fact, and its 
early leader had been long dead, the village 
of his patroness was raised to the rank of 
a city, and his battle-ifag deposited in its 
cathedral, where it may yet be seen. 
In 
1821. Itjirbide, first Emperor of the new 
regime, instituted the Order of Guadalupe, 
which is still occasionally conferred as a re­ 
ward for military merit. In this Cuidad de 
Guadalupe, on 
February 2, 1843, was 
signed the treaty of peace, which put an 
end to the war between Mexico aud the 
llaited States, Nicholas I’. Trist being 
Plenipotentiary on 
the part ol Uncle 
Samuel. 
Of late the city has greatly improved. The 
chief income of the cathedral, 
which 
is still one of the finest on the continent, is 
now derived from a lottery which is drawn 
monthly in the City of Mexico; yet volun­ 
tary contributions from all classes annually 
amount to large sums. On the 12th day of 
each month crowds of citizens come out 
from the capital to celebrate the special 
high mass of Guadalupe, but 


THE GREATEST RELIGIOUS FESTIVAL 
Of all the year is held on the 12th of De­ 
cember—iii remembrance of the Virgin’s 
first appearance to Juan Diego. Upon that 
sacred anniversary thousands of Indians 
swarm to this Mecca from all parts of the 
country. Many of them have journeyed 
many miles on foot to honor their patroness, 
the majority bringing all their household 
goods upon their backs and encamping for 
days about the premises. Many improve 
the opportunity to do penance for past sins, 
or to win heaven’s indulgence for those 
they propose to commit during the coming 
year, by climbing Tepeyacac slowly and 
painfully upon their knees, marking with 
their blood or hits of llcsh the stony stair­ 
way to Del Cerrito. 
The spring of chalybeate water, which 
gushed from the rocks when the Virgin’s 
foot touched the mountain, is believed to 
be chock full of virtues, and is the resort of 
thousands. From the remotest corners of 
the Republic pilgrims come to obtain a 
little of it with which to baptize tlieir new­ 
born infants or to use in services for the 
dying. In front of the mosque-like build­ 
ing that now incloses the spring, a vast 
array of pottery is spread upon the ground 
for sale. All comers, of whatever faith or 
ot no faith at all, purchase a jarita and 
have it filled, several men being constantly 
employed in dipping up the sacred water. 
True believers keep it in their houses from 
year to year, using a little every day with 
which to cross themselves at matins and 
vespers. 
The overflow forms a shallow 
pool inside the mosque, which is the 
nucleus of 
AN INDESCRIBABLE SCENE. 
The scriptural Bethcsda is not a proper 
comparison ; for the blanketed angels that 
"tro u b le” these waters are exceedingly 
dirty and covered with vermin, this one 
momentous occasion being probably the 
only Hath of their lives. 
Though the 
smell is overpowering, curiosity leads the 
tourist to elbow his way once into the 
midst of the motley crowd to observe oper­ 
ations. Some wade' into the stream without 
taking tlie trouble to remove their shirts or 
blankets; others cast aside all such worldly 
pomps, aud " boldly enter in," ciad in the 
fashion of Eden before fig leaves were 
thought of. Lazy ones content themselves 
with merely laving their feet and limbs ; 
old crones sit down helplessly in the stream 
till somebody lifts them o u t; mothers duck 
their children despite vigorous kicks and 
yells, and accommodating 
lovers assist 
their sweethearts in their pious ablution. 


HEALINGS AND MIRACLES I'EBFORMED. 
The number of miracles claimed to have 
been performed by Santa Guadalupe is be­ 


yond computation. Around the cathedral 
altar and all over the walls of Del Cerrito 
may be seen a multitude of testimonials 
from grateful believers who have been m i­ 
raculously healed of infirmities or rescued 
from dangers by interposition of the Vir­ 
gin. Among these ex-votos are eords of 
cast-off crutches, wax figures representing 
every imaginable phase of disease or de­ 
formity, and hundreds of small oil paint­ 
ings, each setting forth its story. Some of 
the pictures are extremely ludicrous, as, for 
example, one represents a woman in wide 
hoops and gorgeous attire, thrown from her 
horse into a pile of rocks and standing 
plumb upon her head, without a hair ruf- 
tied or fold of drapery disarranged, while 
the fractious steed stands gazing at the phe­ 
nomenon with a comical expression of sur­ 
prise upon his equine face. 
Here are 
" counterfeit presentments” of all the woes 
that unfortunate Pandora let loose, in col­ 
ors and outlines that are enough to make 
angels weep. People are being dashed over 
precipices, attacked by robbers and ram ­ 
pant beasts unknown to zoology; falling 
victims to vomito and all maimer of deadly 
diseases; plunging into abysses from broken 
bridges; standing in the way of bursting 
boilers and rushing locomotives; about to 
he hung, shot or beheaded, and front every 
peril instantaneously rescued by calling 
upon Guadalupe! Innumerable children 
are shown in the act of sitting down in tubs 
of boiling water, others enveloped in flames, 
and one man was actually 


DEAD IN ItrS COFFIN, 
When his weeping widow appealed to the 
blessed Virgin, and she restored him in a 
twinkling. 
Lest any of 
these marvels 
should be doubted bv the ungodly, a mi­ 
nute account of all the circumstances at­ 
tending each is appended, together with 
the name and residence of the hero or 
heroine. 
H alf way up the mountain side stands a 
queer monument to one man’s devotion—the 
mast and sails of a ship in stone and mor­ 
tar. The story runs that a sailor, about to 
perish in a violent storm at sea. bethought 
himself of Santa Guadalupe, and vowed, if 
she would rescue him, to build her a tem­ 
ple in the form of a ship. But when safe 
ashore again, either his piety or his funds 
failed him, and he got no further with the 
promised temple than the foremast. And 
there it stands, a remarkable feature in the 
landscape, probably the only stone effigy 
of a ship in existence. Tradition says that 
the faithless sailor returned to sea, and 
found himself again in peril; when, call­ 
ing upon Guadalupe, she came—not to 
succor, but to remind of broken vows, and 
the waters closed above him. 
A poem has been written on the wonder­ 
ful works of this Virgin, which is sold in 
book-form at the door of the cathedral. 
Rosaries are also offered for sale, the heads 
made from berries that grow on tlie bushes 
of the sacred m ountain; also ribbons of 
gorgeous hues, which are said to give the 
exact measurement of the blessed Virgin's 
head. As the ribbons are nearly a yard 
length, one Is inclined to believe that she 
is wearing an uncommonly “ long face”— 
perhaps over the woes and miseries to 
which her attention is constantly being 
called. 


GRAVE OF GENERAL SANTA ANA. 
' lose behind Del Cerrito, on the summ it 
of Tepeyacac, is a populous cemetery, where 
lie many of Mexico’s most distinguished 
dead. The chapel itself is filled to over­ 
flowing with believers’ bones, and during 
the last three centuries thetP graves hat e 
straggled farther over the mountain till the 
hight where Guadalupe stood ha3 become a 
vast camping 
ground 
for 
her silent 
followers. Near (lie entrance may be found 
the grave of Santa Ana, the “ Butcher of the 
Alamo." It is inclosed by a row of inverted 
iron torches joined by chains. 
A scraggy 
cactus is growing on the grave, and at its 
foot a tall cedar tree struggles for existence, 
being nearly bare of branches from the de­ 
mands of visitors, who gladly give a dollar 
to the sexton for a hit of living green in 
which such illustrious dust has found res­ 
urrection. A plain granite slab, hung with 
wreaths of faded immortelles, bears this in­ 
scription :

The last line (" erected by his wife ” ) re­ 
minds me that the lady it still living in the 
City of Mexico, for she was only 13 years 
old when married to the oft-eiecteel ruler. 
Santa Ana, once the idol of Mexico and 
the richest man in it, died in such abject 
poverty that he was actually buried in rag­ 
ged linen—so say those who attended the 
obsequies.

1 can quite conceive that a man thor­ 
oughly imbued with the prejudices received 
from a biased education, indisposed to ac­ 
cept new ideas and deeply endowed with a 
love for the beautiful, might he reluctant 
to pay his addresses with a view to tuatri- 
many to a woman wearing trousers. Still, 
under the influence of familiarity with the 
idea of a change in the nether garments of 
the sex, and especially should they be gen­ 
erally adopted by pretty women, it might 
reasonably be expected that a change of.

man's hips are proportionally wider than 
those of a man, and there is no better way 
of keeping up the many petticoats that it. is 
sometimes necessary tó wear than by fast­ 
ening them with strings or bands around 
the waist, over the corset. Shoulder straps 
hinder the movement of the chest and 
tend 
to

At a recent meeting of the Avon Club, in 
this city, a sketch of overland travel with 
teams aud wagons, as engaged in prior to 
the completion of the transcontinental 
railroads, was given by Mr. Joseph Steffens, 
in which the experience of himself and 
party, during a several months’ trip, was 
related. Following are some of the leading 
points in the sketch, which was quite 
lengthy, but full of interest throughout: 
Having resigned a clerkship at Freeport, 
Illinois, and spent a few days in bidding 
adieu to friends, I started May 10, 18G2, a 
single man, with a valise inclosing my bag­ 
gage aud earthly possessions, for an over­ 
land trip to the far Golden State. 
Join­ 
ing an overland party about to leave 
from their point of rendezvous—Fort Dos 
Moines, Iowa—we were soon on the road, in 
the full activities of an overland journey by 
team and march, anu in true nomadic style 
were "dwellers in tents”—at least by night, 
and for a season. 


THE OVERLAND STAGE. 
After days and weeks ot travel overa 
new, wild country, people become weary 
and indifferent, dangers become familiar, 
and they pass through many undertakings 
that in ordinary lit» seem impossibilities. 
One evening. June 23th we wore camped 
on ihe north side of the groat Platte. 
On 
the opposite side of the river, some two 
miles to the south, stands “ Independence 
Rock.” It cast a long shadow down the 
great valley, as 
docs 
the Washington 
Monument on the Potomac. W hile look­ 
ing at the scene, the gilding sun lighting 
points here and there, there pulled out of 
the dark shadow of the great rock, seen 
for the first tim e on the road, that model 
of Western life and genius, a six-horse 
overland stage, west-bound. Lis sight in­ 
vited desertion and flight, for we were 
tired, and still a long journey was ahead. 
As the horses struck their usual brisk gait, 
the rays of the setting sun gave them new 
glory, and to one soul, old Elijah’s cloud 
chariot, Paradise-bound, would not have 
looked more beautiful. 


FORDING A RAGING RIVER. 
Soon after we slowly approached what 
had been already reported to us by a per­ 
son bound eastward, whom we had met, 
as a serious trial for us—the crossing of a 
swollen river, bridges and ferry gone. But 
a short survey was made. Others had left 
evidence of their having gone into the 
stream, it not across. 
The river was high 
and booming. 
First was marshy land; 
then water; then a hare spot again ; inore 
water, ilowing lapidlv; then an island, and 
then the stream. But we could not turn 
back, and we did not want to wait. 
We 
started a solitary horseman 
into 
the 
stream ahead, and one team after the other 
followed in line, slowly and quietly. The 
farther we went the more rushing the 
waters, and the higher they rose. 
Then 
would come a more shallow spot, and as 
we 
emerged 
from 
the 
water 
we 
breathed easier, and spoke a word of 
encouragement for those who seemed to 
realize the dangers that surrounded us. 
During the crossing, when nearing the 
island and moving slowly, the forward 
wheel on the down-stream side of my 
wagon went into a rut, and the hub went 
out of sight. A bundle that had moved 
forward went past mo overboard. As it 
struck the rushing waters, the driver said 
“ W hoa!” pulled the lines, dropped them, 
and jumped for the runaway personal 
property; struck bottoin near a willow, 
and caught the willow in one hand and the 
property in the other. The horse3 were 
tried and faithful. It was but a second's 
work to regain the wagon and lines, and 
drive on, listening to the scolding words of 
the woman who was sitting further back 
in the covered wagon to see less of the 
dangers, hut who was too frighten.■! to 
scold much.. By the time we were safely 
over and dangers passed, she had gotten 
over her fright and ill humor at the driver's 
"recklessness” aa she called it; :*he came 
towards the front seat smiling at the dri­ 
ver’s dripping personal and half humor­ 
ously said: "You are a nice looking duck. 
The girl you left behind you should see 
you now ! 
A NEW 
EXIT.RIENCK. 
As we drove on all thought or care re­ 
garding real danger seemed of little weight 
to us. 
Near the Sweetwater mountains 
one warm, sultry afternoon June 28th) we 
were driving along a barren country, de­ 
void of interest, the wagons somewhat sep­ 
arated ; some near asleep, and others off 
on horseback out of sight, and ladies driv­ 
ing in their steal, an Incident occurred 
which was our first experience in that 
line. 
Behind 
our 
train 
proper was 
a 
single 
team, wagon, 
two 
horses 
and two men, who had fallen in line that 
morning, so as to be with us, ami who, nt 
this hour—3 o’clock—were full a quarter of 
a mile in the rear. We had just come to 
a turn in the road ; in front was the brow 
of a hill, over which seemed a deep ravine. 
As my horses here turned to the left to de­ 
scend a steep incline of ever a mile they 
both sprang forward quickly. The cool 
air came up out of the valley to greet us ; 
it seemed refreshing; the jum p of the 
horses had startled us, yet judging it was 
the change of air and the crowding of the 
wagon that had started them, I reined 
them up quickly and drove on carefully 
but quite rapidly. My team in front was 
just reaching the foot of the mountain 
when an unusual alarm came from behind. 
Making a short turn, so as to look out and 
back, there was to be seen a sight long to 
he remembered. Down the road was com­ 
ing rapidly the teams in disorder, fol­ 
lowed by 
A BAND OF MURDEROUS 
INDIANS. 
They had dug a ¡dace out from the hill­ 
side within two hundred feet of the turn of 
the road, and seeing our sleepy, careless 
condition, had determined to murder and 
plunder us. They were in that hole in the 
mountain-side with their .ponies, and if 
was their presence that ourownhorses had 
detected and warned us of as best they 
could, but which we did not understand 
until too late. The Indians came half wav- 
down the bill and then hastily retreated. 
We turned our wagons in a circle and sev­ 
eral of us went back to see what had been 
done.We pulled somearrowsfrom the horses 
but found not one of our party proper had 
been touched. The last team of our own 
train, a four-horse team, was driven by a 
lady. One of the men was away from the 
train and the other was in the wagon 
asleep and quite unwell. Two Indians 
caught hold of the leaders, but she used her 
whip promptly, and the sick man, aroused 
by the alarm, used his revolvers with such 
rapidity that the Indians had been fright­ 
ened Off. On going further back on the 
road we found the evidence of the redskins’ 
success in the attack. The two strangers 
that liad tallen in Hue with their team in 
the morning were 
SHOT THROUGH, AND BUTCHERED 
W ith an ax. The wagon was found up­ 
turned and plundered and the horses gone. 
As we looked around, and near the road 
only one dead Indian was fonnd with 
which to credit our eareless murder-invit­ 
ing action. 
We picked up the two strang­ 
ers—one dead and the other dying—and 
carried them down to the foot of the moun­ 
tain where the teams were, but before 
reaching the little stream, the dying man 
had passed Death’s river. 
We crossed over 
from the little shaded valley, and on a lit­ 
tle knoll a grave large enough for the two 
was dug, and in it, side by side, we laid 
them, still warm, but pale and ghostly. 
I have an arrow which was pulled from 
the side of one of the murdered strangers. 
It is stated that they were from central 
Illinois. The name of one was MeGraw 
Magner and the other was his brother-in- 
law, hut not an article or scrap of paper 
was found on them to tell us positively as 
to their identity. Their names, or the 
names of those who have these long years 
been waiting tidings of their coming, 
heaven only knows. We know the reasons 
of the long silence. The attack, the m ur­ 
der, the robbery, the grave-digging and the 
funeral all occupied less than a single 
hour. 
We drove that evening and all that night 
without rest, food or sleep, undisturbed but 
very uneasy. 
The alarm was carried for­ 
ward and back on the road. Friends at 
home received news that our train had 


been captured and not a soul left alive. 
Groups of trains joined together for pro­ 
tection. The next evening early we came 
up to a beautiful lawn-like camp, where 
were some sixty wagons wailing anxiously 
our arrival. As we grouped our little train 
of some eleven wagons to one side of the 
camp we were once more safe and happy, 
although looked upon by the rest with 
some awe and much interest. 


A N IGH T STAMFEDE. 
For a day or two we had a long train, 
but feed being scarce we soon broke up 
into our own groups again. One evening 
soon after, we camped in a beautiful valley 
shut in by mountains. One canyon slight­ 
ly wooded ran straight off to the south, 
some two or three miles, but it seemed to 
come out of some very rugged mountains 
which, as evening came on, threw a gloom 
and shadow over the entire camp and val­ 
ley. The guards were thrown o u t; all was 
strangely quiet, the moon was three-quar­ 
ters gone and clouded ; it was quite dark, 
and yet the atmosphere gave out a strangely 
colored light. 
About midnight we were 
all awukened by an alarm, and a distant 
thunder-like rumble or noise. Word was 
given, “ The Indians 
have stampeded 
the horses and danger is near us again." 
Away up the canyon we could hear them' 
go. The men picked up some arms and 
went after them. 
We were also get­ 
ting 
ready 
to follow, when 
one of 
the ladies came 
to 
me 
and 
said : 
"D o you know that every mail has 
left camp 
hut yourself and M—, who 
says he is sick, hut who seems frightened? 
Suppose the Indians are lurking near us for 
plunder and murder should they see tbs 
men going aw ay?' The thought seemed 
very reasonable and suggestive. She, cool 
and jjold, said: " You keep an eye out 
with your double-barreled gun. I’ll get 
two or three more guns out of the wagon 
and bring them to you." 
On her return, 
we stooped down and with our eyes 
swept the brow of the hill on which 
we were camped to see 
if 
in any 
direction the head of a skulking Indian 
appeared. It seemed but a moment or t wo 
when she touched my elbow and pointed 
in a direction away from that which the 
men had gone and in the direction of a 
stream of water mid its dark line of woods. 
The hill was quite abrupt on that side. 
It 
was at once apparent to us that what we 
saw was 
^C R A W LIN G REDSKIN. 
It came sliWdy, and it rose slightly, and 
sure enough thero was tlie hatless head 
and the closely-wrapped shoulder. Mak­ 
ing both barrels ready, I raised the gun 
slowly to my shoulder. There was light 
enough to get good sight of the head and 
shoulders. 
Whispering, she said, " Don't 
let 
him 
get . too 
close, or he will 
rush 
on us, if 
he sees us." Turn­ 
ing 
my 
eyes 
to 
the 
right 
and 
to the left, no one could be seen bat 
this one. We could see the blanket dangle 
from the shoulder. Knowing that both 
barrels of the gun were loaded with buck­ 
shot and slugs, it was plain that he could 
any moment he forever halted, and also as 
evident that there need be no hurry about 
it. She whispered, “ Shoot! why don't 
you?" I was about to shoot, when still 
higher rose the figure, and its hold and 
steady approach sent a thought of doubt 
through my mind ; soon the garb which 
covered the lower portion of the body as­ 
suming a dress appearance, and slowly 
down came the gun. 
It was a lady 
friend, who in the early part of the alarm 
had gone down to the creek for some 
water. 
I could not speak a word, but she 
pleasantly said; ‘‘It’s ull right. I just heard 
the men call to each other and say, ‘ The 
horses arc all secured.’ ” I could not reply: 
the 
realization of the nearness 
to a 
fatal 
mistake 
occurring 
made 
me 
speechless and gave me mv first real fright. 
The lady who was near me said, "Oh, mercy '. 
you have just had a close call; he had 
the double-barreled gun aimed on you 
and 1 was just begging him to shoot; "we 
thought you a skulking Indian.” 
My 
friend quickly replied: "Gracious me! is 
that 
so? 
Oh well, he 
could 
not 
hit 
me 
or 
anything 
else 
in 
day 
light, let alone in such darkness as this." 


LAID AWAY IN THE DESERT. 
After passing through many alarms and 
severe trials, dust and heat, hunger and 
thirst, and when within ten days of Carson, 
on a sandy plain, where water clear a3 crys­ 
tal, but hot and poisonous, tempted and 
tantalized, we early one morning, after 
traveling several miles, halted our sod and 
dragging train. 
The sun’s rays were as 
waves of tire and the broad plain glistened 
with alkali. It was as it life here had de­ 
parted forever and death was king. A very 
few 
of 
us 
walked 
up 
the sitie 
of 
a 
barren, 
lonely 
hill. 
Two 
were carrying 
the 
remains 
of 
little 
“ Glnnie ——, aged 3 years, 7 months and 
3 days.” 
In that great heap, covered with 
hot sands, wc silently laid her, without a 
song, an audible prayer or a single flower. 
Doubtless some of our party seldom think 
of that grave in the desert, but to at least 
two hearts it is the greenest and most pre­ 
cious spot on all the earth. 


REACHING HABITATIONS. 
Soon we were out from the desert, and 
the first little town, Silver City, was found; 
then Empire Mill and Carson; from there 
to Washoe valley, where we camped with­ 
in a few rods of ihe Ophir Mill. To the 
cast was a beautiful little lake, hacked by a 
small mountain range, inside of which, we 
were told, was located the new town of the 
future Virginia City. 
The country, the 
roads, the buildings, all, were new, and 
teemed with life and animation. Passing 
on through Carson, we came to this State 
over the old Placerville road. After wind­ 
ing up the mountain range back of Carson 
for hours, we could look down, almost un­ 
der us, and see that city. It looked as if 
one could almost stone tlie town. Arriving 
nt Placerville, one was struck with the air 
and style of a rich old city apparently of 
many years’ growth. 
Here the last of the overland party was 
bidden good-by, a stage was taken and I 
came on to Sacramento, seeing near and in 
the city piles of water-driftings. 
Its houses 
and fences showed a contest with the ele­ 
ments, ils streets were almost dangerous, 
and its sidewalks, like its people, were 
down and up. Now both are broad and 
hospitable. 
The steamer was here taken. It swung 
round grandly in the great river and, with 
its many souls on board, passed rapidly 
down to the city near the Golden Gate, 
where it arrived that evening at 9:39. Next 
day was " Admission Day.” and the last 
day of tour months of varied joumeyings 
O’er country wild, w ith life that's noble, 
O'er desert waste, with “ toil and trouble.” 


FIRST VISIT AT THE BAY 
In the evening of that day, a stranger in a 
still more strange city, without a line di­ 
rect to any particular soul, and without a 
face to recognize, I sauntered down Mont­ 
gomery street, and following the throng, 
went into Platt's Hall. 1 liad barely got­ 
ten a standing position when the presiding 
officer announced as the speaker, Thomas 
Starr King. A storm of applause greeted 
the announcement. Then arose a man 
with youthful look, a rather quiet bearing, 
but with perfect self-control. Before him 
seemed gathered the youth and strength 
of a nation. True, his name was new, 
but his theme was “ the old, old Story”— 
patriotism and country. 
As word after 
word, and sentence after sentence, flowed 
from his soul and lips, it seemed as if. after 
2,500 miles of travel, one had found the 
great throbbing heart of his country, and 
the most sacred shrine in all his land. 
It 
was but a day or so thereafter that, alone, 
1 went to church for the first time in the 
city and the first time since leaving home. 
Passing in with the people, 1 slipped into 
a scat in the rear of the room anu near the 
door. I was barely seated, tired oflooking at 
strange faces, and almost listless, when my 
ears caught the tones of a voice of most 
strange and familiar melody. On look­ 
ing up, there stood the grandest 
of 
divines, Bishop Simpson, with a face as 
sweet as a mother's, as assuring as a 
father's, and as glorious as that of Moses 
on the mount. I had heard him in Chi­ 
cago and the great West, and had looked 
into his eyes from across my own father's 
table. 
His wards 
canceled space; he 
brought home and friends to greet; he 
swung open the gates of the celestial city 
and painted pictures of the most rare and 
wondrous beauty. Surely there had been 
found the grandest spot in all the land. 
Before us was “ old ocean," that grand 
western wall, planned and erected by the 
master architect, and it was the only fit and 
proper barrier to the sunset flow of the 
great river of Western Empire. 
The se­ 
lect and flower of the nations were here, 
with a King on the forum and a Simpson 
in 
the 
sanctuary. 
Verily 
here 
was 
converged the three great streams of na­ 
tional life—enterprise, patriotism and re­ 
ligion. 


A n E l e c t r ic R a i l w a y in B a l t i m o r r .— 
The Baltimore and Hampden Railroad, 
which is to be a suburban branch of the 
Union Passenger Railway of Baltimore, is 
in process of construction aud is almost 
completed.

ONLY TWO BEECHNUTS. 


An old brown farm house lias stood for 
years on the highway between Ridgefield 
and South Salem, in Connecticut. It was 
so near the New York and Connecticut 
boundary line tliat a stone could be thrown 
twenty yards or more from the door-steps 
into either State. 
It has sheltered genera­ 
tion after generation of the same family fur 
more than a hundred years. A few days 
ago i( became necessary to tear down this 
t id building, and in removing the discard­ 
ed furniture that had grown shaky with 
years of solitude in the musty garret, a 
small chest was found.

STAGE EGOTISM. 
To us on the outside of things it would 
seem that the worst to be said against the 
stage as a profession is the tremendous im ­ 
pulse it gives to vanity and egotism. You 
seldom or never hear actors and actresses 
speak of tiie play as a whole; only of what 
I did; how I looked at such und such a 
moment; my byplay at this point; my 
manner of delivering this speech, and 
above all. my dress and general appear­ 
ance. His part is to him the apex ot the 
whole structure; hers to her the pivot round 
which all the rest revolves. Their dresses 
are of more importance than a new reform 
bill or a declaration of war, and a change 
of parts is an event as grave as a revolu­ 
tion or a battle lost or gained. The very 
shifting of impersonations seems to in 
crease this egotism, as by force of reasoning 
it must, by the multiplication of the ego, the 
facetting "of the individual; and neither 
{loots nor artists, nor yet literary men—all 
of whom are vain or jealous and egotistical 
enough in their own degree—come near to 
the vanity, egotism and jealousy of actors 
and actresses. But we have not yet touched 
so high an etiii- al level as to reject a pro­ 
fession because of the vanity it fosters or 
the egotism it engenders. If we did, which 
would escupe ? W hat would we say to the 
Professorships, where a man tabulates his 
knowledge, and a crowd of voung minds, in 
the forming epoch of their lives, accept the 
range of his tacts as the limits of an abso­ 
lute gospel, fixed and final? What should 
we say of the church itself, where a young 
fellow of 23 is licensed to lavdowu laws on 
the conduct of life—to sweep over the 
whole domain of passion, sorrow, sin—and 
to expound tHe most difficult doctrines of 
his creed, no man daring to oppose? What 
kind of training for a man s mental hu­ 
mility is til is? In. the case of the scientific 
Professor the constant discovery of new 
truths, and the perpetual consciousness of 
an illimitable nature, keeps his soul low on 
this side, for all that it is a iittle puffed 
upon th a t; but the church is a sacred pro­ 
fession, and its ministers are a privileged 
class. In any case, this vanity, this ego­ 
tism of the boards has its analogue else­ 
where, and we know of no circumstance 
nor profession which excludes it. Platform 
women are just as proud of applause and as 
vain of their ¡powers as are actresses, and 
platform women number among them 
names which slander itself cannot reach, 
and which all men agree to respect. And 
what of the prettiest woman of her circle? 
of her who strings hearts as children string 
beads, or as the “ young woman, fair and 
beautiful like the shining sun, " strung her 
ninety-eight seal rings in commemorative 
token? of the Host horsewoman at the 
cover-side? of tiie strongest pianiste in a 
musical set ? of the most successful artist 
among the candidates for honors?—[The 
National Review. 
THE STEWAP.T CATHEDRAL ORGAN. 
The organ made by the Roosevelts for 
the cathdral built by the widow of A. T. 
Stewart at Garden City, L. I., is the most 
extensive intium ent of this kind in the 
world. It has 115 stops and 7,252 pipes, 
and cost $100 OtiO. Most of it is set in an 
octagonal chamber made by the angie 
where the transept and chancel walls join, 
fifteen feet in diameter, and extending 
from the basement floor upward to a dis­ 
tance of forty feet. A remarkable feature 
is its construction so as to distribute the 
sound in four different pans of tiie cathe­ 
dral at once, all remaining under control of 
the player at the same organ. The four 
divisions 
are 
classified 
as 
follows: 
Chancel, 54 
stops: 
tower, 
33 
stops; 
chapel, 
15 
stops: 
echo, 
8 
stops; 
Steam power is employed in inflating 
the bellows. There are double engines of 
ten-horse power beneath the chancel di­ 
vision to supply it with compressed air, 
and tiie speed is governed, as far as pos­ 
sible, by the rise and fall of the bellows. 
In the room beneath the vestibule, di­ 
rectly under the tower division, is a single 
engine of ten-horse power. The greatest 
novelty is the electric chime action, by 
which thirteen bells in the organ tower 
are played from the solo manual. The 
bells are rung with tiie same force and 
precision a.- though struck in the usual 
manner, and may be rung in connection 
with the music that is played on the organ. 
The organ cases, made in Philadelphia, are 
magnificent specimens of carving in decor­ 
ated English Gothic, profusely enriched.— 
[Boston Transcript. 
KEEPING CP TtiF. INTEREST.

If I discern anything like 
apathy on their part I know that I am get­ 
ting careless, and 1 at once put more vim 
into my work, it they laugh heartily when 
I ought to be funny, and are perfectly si­ 
lent during my pathetic passages, then 1 
feel that 1 am up to my average—that, no 
matter how much I might otherwise be 
bored, I am not boring the auditors. No­ 
body without the experience can realize 
how susceptible to the temper of tiie house 
is the actor. We are at once aware of our 
success or failure in entertaining an assem­ 
blage.”—[N. Y. Cor. 
VIOLIN VARNISHES. 
W e do not say that amber entered into 
ail the Cremonese varnish, nor are we pre­ 
pared to admit that the excellence of that 
varnish depended upon the presence of 
that costly fossil gum. We suspect that 
the fiddleiuakers bought their varnish, as 
they bought their wood, in the open mar­ 
ket! selecting it. no doubt, with equal care, 
perhaps modifying it in various ways be­ 
fore application; and, further, that the 
varnish on those old violins will be found 
almost identical with tiie varnish ot the 
old Italian pictures. Fainter and fiddle- 
maker probably went to the same shop: 
anyone could "get the stuff then (the had. 
cheap Cremonaa have it as well as the good 
ones). As long as the art of Italian paint­ 
ing wa3 at all olive, so long there was a de­ 
mand for particularly goc.3 varnish. When 
it declined at the end of the eighteenth 
century the manufacture of the precious 
varnish went out. Anything cheap in the 
varnish line was thought good enough, and 
pictures and fiddles alike, along with their 
glossy coats, became good for nothing 
[The 8a turday Review. 


THE INFLUENCE OF BONG. 
Recently l’rof. Blackie 
lectured 
on 
“Song” in the Literary Institute, Edin 
burgh, before a crowded audience. The 
Professor said that the strongest point of 
Scottish nationality was the church : close­ 
ly connected with "that was the school: but 
the most full of inspiration was the nntion- 
, nl song. 
He looked upon song with Piato 
as a great moral power and a great educa­ 
tional power. Song, in fact, was the great­ 
est perfection of the human soul. Prose 
was a heavy quadruped; song a winged 
bird. Prose" they might compare to a use­ 
ful canal; song to a bickering mountain 
stream. 
A man could speak prose at any 
time; he could read it. at any time—there 
was nothing more stupid than reading 
a hook. He could write a piece of good 
prose when lie could not write a song. Ue 
could only write a song when his whole 
soul was overflowing with joy and he was 
clapping the wings of liis vitality. 
Popu­ 
lar "song had a virtue of its own, and they 
must distinguish carefully betwixt tbe 
popular song, which was tho atmos­ 
phere and the moral breach of tho nation, 
und tho literary song, which was the ex­ 
pression of an individual genius which 
might become national, but not necessar­ 
ily. Popular poetry was full of practical 
wisdom; it was u part of the lile of the 


people, it was full of sagacity, full of 
shrewdness, full of humor! lull of health 
and strong vitality, nothing striking about 
it, nothing affected. He was inclined to 
think we deserved a scolding for neglect­ 
ing our national music.

sumes there is no such thing as acting. 
He knows the scarcityof real mimetic talent. 
Nor one actor or actress in a hundred is ca­

RESPONSIBILITY OF THE LITERAHY 
CLASS REGARDING VICIOUS LITER­ 
ATURE. 
Dr. Holland, a literary seer whom we 
admire the more as time increases the dis­ 
tance lie tween t lie close of his days of use­ 
fulness and the present, once said that if 
the literary class has any apology lor ex­ 
istence it must come from its uses to the 
world. 
This was a truism in a new form. 
It will apply to any class, hut perhaps to 
none with such force as the literary class, 
since all the world is the field of its client­ 
age. 
The world is apt to consider it a de­ 
pendent class, living upon its bounty, and 
with here and there great exceptions not 
giving adequate return for the outlay it 
oecaaons society. 
Yet no judgment could 
he more unjust. 
For instance, the literary 
class represented upon the press of the day 
has proved its right to existence hy its 
industry and usefulness. 
It is a hard- 
worked class; it turns out less of abso­ 
lutely 
had 
and 
useless 
work 
than 
any 
other 
class, 
and 
we 
think 
that this is capable of demonstration. Jiut 
then there is enough of disreputable work 
fathered by it. 
The vicious literature of 
'he country is wholly chargeable to the 
entire literary class. 
The writers of the 
infamous pages and column- intended to 
corrupt youth, convey false ideas of life, 
excite the passions and inflame the grosser 
appetites, are mcm9ers of the literary 
class. 
It lias no way in which to discharge 
itself of tlio-e vagabonds except hy ex­ 
posure and warning. 
As a rule this is 
done, and with greater boldness and cour­ 
age 
hy 
the newspaper 
writers than 
characterinany other class of publicists. 
"1 lie professional and commercial classes 
never manifest so high ¡degree of courage 
in dragging their black sheep up to the 
gaze of public contempt and shame. 
The 
literary class of the press ha- proved its 
right to exist hy the unwavering war it 
has made upon the vicious of its own 
household. The decent press of this dav 
is a unit upon the question of purifying the 
news-stand and |HTÍodieal literature of the 
day. 
It -tanda at the shoulder of An­ 
thony 
< ’omstock: 
it 
gives 
aid 
and 
encouragement to all the societies for the 
suppression of vice, it does not fail to sound 
the note "f warning frequently against the 
vulgar an 1 degraded illustrated sheets of 
the day ; it assails the printers and sellers 
of obscene pictures; it raises its voice un­ 
hesitatingly in support of every movement 
intended to purify current literature; it 
favors the clean newspaper; decent as 
again-t indecent and vulgar journalism, 
and stands forward the foremost champion 
of the crusade against flash journals and 
demoralizing fiction. So far as the literary 
class represented upon the public journals 


of the day is concerned, it has proved, and 
does by its protest against vicious literature 
prove, its usefulness to virtuous causes. 
Ii 
the book-writing, magazine 
essay, 
re­ 
view 
contributing, 
class; 
the schol­ 
arly 
recluses 
and 
the 
eminently 
distinguished men of the literary world 
outside of the ranks of journalism, would 
add a tithe of their great influence to the 
warfare againt vicious literature which is 
poisoning the fountain head of young man­ 
hood and womanhood in this day, and 
emulate by half the example of their less 
prominent and learned brethren of the 
press, the battle of suppression and puri­ 
fication could be won in a year or two, and 
the literary class in America have less of 
impurity with which to reproach itself— 
in proportion to numbers—than any other 
clasS of people following reputable voca­ 
tions. 
If Sumner, Eliot, Holmes, Amos, 
Fronde, Sidgwick, Bancroft, Morley, War­ 
ner, Howells, Knox and the host of lights 
in the modern literary firmament would 
join hands with the press in the crusade 
just 
now 
girding 
up 
its 
loins 
anew—against vicious current literatuic, 
the reformation so much de-ired would be 
worked. But these men and their thou­ 
sand associates are silent, comparatively, 
in the face of a great demand for reform 
within the literary realm, for it cannot he 
denied that the vicious literature of the 
hour is of the literary family and emanates 
from some of the most cunning pens that 
are skilled in the literary vocation. 
And 
so the question suggests itsclt. 
“Are the 
great leaders of the literary legion proving 
the right of tlicir ciass to exist, when the 
demand is made ior their aitl in a just re­ 
formatory work related directly to press 
and pen, and 
they remain inactive?” 
Heaven knows the moralities of the daily 
press will bear much renovation. There 
is altogether too much in the newspapers 
of the day that have a tendency to debase 
the taste, corrupt sentiment and ‘vul­ 
garize’ the public thought. 
But there 
is 
very little 
that arrays itself 
un­ 
blushingly 
against the sense of mod­ 
esty and decency ; very little that tends to 
lead the lad of the day to forsake home 
and friends for romantic phantoms; very 
little that can turn a maiden into the 
p$ths of destruction. 
But the book, news­ 
stand and fiash-journal literature of the day 
have all these influences, and that they do 
incalculable evil is not capable of truthful 
denial. 
If we had our way, the manner in 
which crime and vice are treated by the 
press would be radically reformed. 
It is 


v e r v ncarlv all bad now. 
It stimulates in 
a wrong direction, and it is cultivating a 
morbid taste and dulling the moral sensi­ 
bilities at one and the same time. But the 
newspaper of to-day is not the newspaper 
of the future. 
We must w ait; labor where 
wc may, and w ait; strike at such vices 
within the literary class as lift up venom­ 
ous heads, and trust to the progression of 
clean ideas to bring us to the day speed' 
ily when the records of the nasty scandal 
the vulgar expose, the lascivious story, the 
racy amour, the horrible crime, the revolt 
mg deed- of blood, shall be eliminated as 
to some of them, ami modified into harm 
lessness as to others. 


A BIT OF INTERESTING HISTORY. 


Mr. Everett, in the “ North American 
Review,” gives a very concise statement of 
the bill relating to the French spoliation 
claims. 
Congres-, at its last session, passed 
a bill to ascertain the claims cf American 
citizens for spoliations committed by the 
French prior 
July 31, 1801. 
lh e eilbrt 
tn procure the settlement of these elaims 
ha- continued for over eighty years. 
By 
treaties with France in 1778 we received 
material aid from her. We guaranteed 
the safety of her possessions in America, 
and agreed that her privateers with their 
prizes might enter and leave our ports, and 
to close our port- against ships ot war of 
power- in conflict with 1 ranee, except 
when driven in hy stress of weather, and 
not to permit them to victual in our ports. 
In 1793 war broke out between France and 
England. 
Wc resolved to remain neutral. 
We had no treaty of intercourse with Eng­ 
land, and t lie latter protested against the 
privileges we afforded French privateers, 
as contrary to the law of nations. 
\\ e 
thereupon notified France to cease availing 
herself of these privileges. 1 ranee dee lined 
to do so. and continued to fit out in our 
¡)ort-, and to bring in and condemn prizes, 
w hereupon England sent gunboat- to our 
coast, and occasionally condemned prizes 
within our jurisdiction. 
Food and ships’ 
-tore- were contraband by international 
law, and could be seized even in neutral 
ships clearing from hostile ports. But they 
were not contraband under the treaty, and 
hence English supplies in American ships 
were not seizahle hy the French. 
Trance 
complained of this distinction, and issued 
secret order- to her navy to seize our ships 
and cargoes and to bring them to Trench 
ports as prizes of war. 
Our ship-owners 
protested, and we demanded revision of the 
orders aud compensation for the projierty 
destroyed. 
France paid no heed to this, 
holding that we had broken our treaty 
agreement by a convention of neutrality, 
concluded shortly before with England. 
Congress then authorized our ship-niastere 
to resist search and seizure, and ordered 
American cruisers to seize oflending Trench 
armed ships, recapture American vessels, 
and to prohibit French -hit's front entering 
American waters. 
Me also annulled all 
treaties between France and America. Hie 
injury resulting brought on negotiations 
lbr adjustment, and a provisional treaty of 
peace was negotiated about 1800. 
1 he 
I'nited States declined to assent to the pro­ 
vision for further negotiations for adjusting 
indemnities mutually‘claimed, and limited 
the convention to eight years. 
A mu­ 
tual 
abandonment of claims was then 
agreed to, 
and 
the 
amended 
treaty 
was ratified .Inly, 1801. The tmderstand- 
ing was that for the release of the claims 
of France for our violation of t he old 
treaties, we assumed payment 
of the 
claims of our citizens against France for 
los-es. 
For years thereafter Congress was 
importuned to ascertain and pay these 
claim-, and several bills were introduced 
for that purpose, and two passed Congress, 
but did not receive the 1’resident’s signa­ 
ture. 
The opposition to the claims was 
based on the plea that the conduct of both 
parties constituted a state of war, and 
therefore no indemnity could he paid. 
Webster estimated the claims at $33,000,­ 
000. 
In 1850 the thirteen original States 
petitioned Congress to make payment, and 
a bill passed in 1855, but was vetoed by 


President Pierce. 
In 1867 Sumner urged 
payment, and placed the value of the 
claims at $12,676,380. The bill just passed 
provides only for proving the claims, the 
Attorney-General to resist them, and the 
Court to report the result to Congress and 
advise it as to the law and the facts. 
All 
claims must be presented within two years 
or they will be forever barred. The Act 
expressly stipulates that it shall not be 
construed as committing the United States 
to a promiseof payment. Many of the claims 
are now divided into very small parts 
among a vast number of people. Most of 
them are valid claims, but many, after 
such a lapse of years, will be very difficult 
to prove. The burden of legal opinion is 
that the protest of England was just, and 
our settlement with France at least a moral 
assumption of the obligation to pay the 
indemnities. If interest is tobe calculated, 
the claims will rise in the aggregate into 
an immense sum, and seriously affect the 
treasury. Taken at the best, and assum­ 
ing that Congress will follow up its present 
Act and provide for payment, it must be a 
long and tedious process, and heirs of 
claimants are likely to be compelled to 
wait for a long timo before touching na­ 
tional gold in acknowledgment of the 
losses of citizens in the early days of the 
republic, and which called upon our people 
for so mue 
devotion to the then impoverished and 
infant nation.

The lecture of Gopai Vinayak Joshee. 
the Fast Indian, delivered before the 
Museum Association on Tuesday evening, 
was of great interest to all who heard it, 
both from the information presented of 
the life, customs and religions of the peo­ 
ple of India, and the views expressed con­ 
cerning our own religion and customs. 
The entire lecture, which occupied over 
two hours in its delivery, would fill many 
columns, but extracts from some of the 
leading points will afford the reader some­ 
thing of the thought and spirit of the 
Brahmin’s address. In opening, ho paid a 
warm tribute to Mrs. F. B. Crocker ior her 
many munificent acts of charity and dona­ 
tions for public good, and especially the 
recent gift to the city of the art building, in 
which the lecturer was speaking. The first 
portion of the lecture was devoted to a 
brief review of bis visit to this country, the 
kind manner in which he had been re­ 
ceived by most, but criticised by some, tor 
his views and expressions, and then pro

m . Saturday—at least during the summer 
season—and it is certainly a worthy and 
defensible sentiment. 
By a majority vote 
ilie Chamber lias resolved in favor of the 
early-closing hours for the summer sea­ 
son—that is from 12 noon Saturday. The 
debate developed some very strange ideas, 
however. 
For instance, here is a minority 
favoring the movement and protesting 
against the continuation of business on 
Saturday evening only because the present 
custom violates the Sabbath of that ciass. 
But if this argument were worthy of any 
consideration in a secular question, it 
would be a strong one for conducting busi­ 
ness on Sunday, a day the majority observe 
by law, religion and custom, and thus we 
would have two Sabbaths in a week. 
It 
is obvious that the issue as to what is "the 
holy day ” cannot be passed upon in this 
debate at all. 
It occupies a wholly differ­ 
ent ground—that of the social and physi­ 
cal benefit to result from rest and recrea­ 
tion. 
Men must choose what day they 
will keep holy, irrespective of the question 
of a holiday. In England the plan of the 
Saturday half-holiday in summer 
has 
been tried, and with great success. 
But it 
would not have changed the position of 
the friends of the scheme, except as to the 
question of convenience,had the movement 
been for a half-holiday on Wednesdays. One 
member of the New York Chamber of 
Commerce advanced the strangest argu­ 
ment—original and his own—yet hoard 
against the new movement. lie discovered 
that the commandment reads, “ Six days 
shall thou lalsir," etc. Therefore, reasoned 
this modern Solomon, we must labor six 
days, and to cease is to violate the law. 
The trutli of it is that the laws of States 
requiring Sunday to he observed in quie­ 
tude and hv suspensionof business are not 
based upon religious beliefs at all. 
They 
are the result of the conviction that men 
are benefited, physically and mentally, by 
a day of rent—and rest may be change or 
cessation from the usual vocation. 
When 
the museums and libraries of New York 
are opened on Sunday, a s they soon will 
be, the fact will lie emphasized that it is 
done to benefit those who visit them, and 
not in any spirit of disrespect to those who 
linld Sunday to lie a “ holiday” demanding 
the absolute closing of all institutions ex­ 
cept places of worship. The same state­ 
ment will apply to the hall-holiday move­ 
ment ; it is not to accommodate those who 
hold Saturday to be “ holy,” nor to afford 
the employed a half day of recreation on 
Saturday, that they may not have an ex­ 
cuse for violating Sunday in the eyes of 
those who hold it to he sacred. 
If it pre­ 
vails it will he because the business men 
and employers of New York believe the 
movement will be of mental and physical 
benefit to the employed, and not to pro­ 
mote the observance of the first day, or to 
encourage desecration of the seventh day.

We have hail no social life iu India; our birth, 
life and death are so interwoven with thoughts 
for the future that we have uo time to think ot 
enjovment, pleasure and gratification of animal 
appetites. We always consult stars aud planets 
before wc get our nails cut aud our heads 
shaved. 
We would uot m ow tin inch forward 
if the wind through our right nostril blows 
slower than the left. We always hold our hand 
on fair coses and feel which nostril blows faster. 
Sometimes wc go out on business half the way 
and return home without attending to it. be­ 
cause the right nostril ceased to blow, or one 
hand could not feel the wind passing through it. 
if we go out on business, and a eat crosses the 
road, the next tiling we do is to come home. 
There are certain days auspicious and other- 
inauspicious all the year round. 
Jf we get 
shaved on days which are inauspicious Lo either 
our mother, father, sisters, brothers or children, 
the elderlv person in the house will abuse and 
curse us and predict that some person concerned 
will die iu the familv. 
Wives will not allow 
their husbands to shave on days which are 
ominous to one or the other; and it a husband 
will insi-t on doing so his wife will ask him to 
kill her first, and then do as he pleases. 
There are certain days of had omen on which 
we should not see the sun or moon; and if we 
do, the prediction is that we shall tic involved 
in some serious robliery cases. There are certain 
bad days and hours on and at which women 
should not give birth to children, if they do, 
sighing and melancholy prevail in the family, 
and every member feels us if iip was :n m ourn­ 
ing. Sacrifices, offerings aud burnings are im ­ 
mediately resorted to for appeasing the evil 
spirits. 
. 
. 
There are certain days on which husband and 
wife should not be on one bed ; certain months 
in which we must not partake ot certain kinds 
of food ; one mouth is lor anniversaries of 
the dead : twice a year we have offerings and 
drink purifying liquids in a large national as­ 
semblage, that the sins committed during one- 
half of the year may tie cleansed and washed 
away. If we arc about to set out on a journey 
to a distant country, we first consult our astrolo­ 
gers. They examine our horoscopes am! fix the 
day for our departure. We do not go out ot 
doors without ascertaining the favorable influ­ 
ences of stars and planets. In short, every mo­ 
tion, speech* and action in our lives are regu­ 
lated by rules engraved on copper. 
CONTRASTS OF GODS. 
We are born not to enjoy, but to prepare our­ 
selves f.ir the future world. Our God is very 
hard-hearted. He gives us no moment oi our 
own. hut lias fastened us to fate with adamant- 
iue chains. 
It is, however, different with other 
people. Their Cod has Jaid down and enacted 
convenient laws. Their God worked six days 
days and rested on the seventh, so that they 
work and eujov six days and take rest on the 
Seventh. This "wise and rational system builds a 
nation wherever it prevails, ami gives rise to 
innumerable institutions and societies. 
The 
social condition ;n this country is charm ing 
indeed. A traveler from India or China, who 
has never been out of doors before, cannot de­ 
termine w hether he is on laud or in heaven. 
For a time he feels asif surrouudod by heavenly 
Uidios, angels and archangels. The social life 
is indeed enviable, ami much better appre­ 
ciated than their political aud religious life. 
You have your social and religious gatherings : 
your dinner parties, public restaurants, c lu b s, 
etc., arc standing monuments of enlightenment 
and civilization. 
In India we have no social life, but only 
spiritual mid religious. Mali is the highest de­ 
velopment of the anim al kingdom : but the 
Hindoo God gives him no power or authority 
over the works of his creator, beyond protecting 
and taking cure of them. The Hindoo s God 
will not permit men to kill any of llis creatures. 
But the Gods of other nations issue mandates to 
the effect that man is monarch of lhe world, 
and that everything anim ate and inanimate 
was created for his comfort and happiness, and 
allow him to carry ou whatsoever butchery of 
helpless and defenseless animals, aud expose 
skin stripped cattle for exhibition ou the street. 
THE FOUR CLASSES AMONG HINDOOS. 
God made classification of m ankind accord­ 
ing to their qualities and abilities. Thus we 
have in India four principal classes, nam ely: 
Brahmins, the priest and councilor; Kshubra, 
the warrior; Vacshva, the trader, aud Shudra, 
the cultivator or laborer. 
This classification 
does not mean one n u n above the other, but to 
show the different qualities inherent indifferent 
anim al men. 


THE BRAHMIN CHARACTER. 
A Brahmin means a learned mendicant, who 
lias no clot hes. no house of his own: who has 
no bras.- or c o p p e r pots cud dishes. What has 
he, then, tor himself? A hut thatched with 
leaves of trees, or eaves in the ground on the 
bank of a river. What is his furniture '.’ No 
tables, chairs or sofas : no smooth bed of down. 
His bed is made of grass of tiie forest: his knife, 
fork and spoon are made Of wood. His food 
consist- of fruit and roots. He i- engaged day 
and night in invoking God to bless the universe. 
Irthere be any sign of drought or famine on 
land, it was Brahmin's duty to invoke the god of 
rain to pour his bounty on earth. There are 
different kinds of Brahmins, however, as there 
are different classes of men. Brahmins Hint 
are uuseltisli, Brahmins that are warlike, Brah­ 
mins that are covetous, aud Brahmins that are 
indifferent, in a spiritual sense of the word. 


T H E W ARRIOR CLASS. 
The class next to Brahmins is that of war­ 
riors. Their duty is to protect the Brahmin-, 
relieve the oppressed, -oppress the wicked and 
help the weak. They are. however, harmful to 
one and helpful to another, as ill the case of a 
clog. 
This warrior class is, and always has 
been, a source of anxiety and trouble to the 
thinking mind. It has been lice eon-taut aim 
and effort of the Brahmins to extirpate the 
seed of war. The Brahmins succeeded in de­ 
stroying the germ in India, but the seed was 
exported and replanted therein by other na­ 
tions a s soon as peace and tranquillity prevailed 
all over India. 
• 
T H E MERCHANTS OR TRADERS 
Is the next class. Their business is to make 
money and employ it rightly. They trade, they 
deal, they exchange, they circulate m oney: 
they buy aud se ll: they make estates, and blind 
good, comfortable houses, hut yet they don’t 
hoard money as is done in other countries. 
They make money and spend it in feeding the 
hungry, clothing the naked and supporting 
helpless 
families. 
They depend upon the 
Brahmins for their prosperity nud long life. 
The trading class is the treasury of a nation ; 
neither the Brahmins nor the warriors covet

HINDOO ESTIMATE OF TH E COW. 
In the lower animal kingdom cows hoed the 
list. Cow s are excellent in qualities and useful 
in actions. Cows take the place of mothers in 
ludia. Their m ilk is next to none but that of 
our own mothers. We use largely cow ’s dung 
and urine in keeping our houses free from bad 
atmosphere and our bodies from bad influences. 
There are hundreds and thousands of ;>eople to­ 
day iu India who indulge in drinking a little 
quantity of cow - urine and sprinkling it over 
their clothes as if they are using rose or other 
fragrant lavauder water.

It is a cooling aud purifying 
purgative. 
It strengthens the gums and k e e p s 
the teeth from decay. 
It does away with the 
need of dentists. It is a spiritual food. It in­ 
creases intellect. It is very common amongst 
us that our m othet’s administer forcibly cow’s 
urine to c hildren when very dull and slow iu 
growth, laith physically and 
intellectually. 
Cow s skin is the best leather for shoes. Cow's 
horns are ornamented and used in religious 
worship for holding holy water and trickling ou 
the heads of gods. Cow- lailsorw - th>- purpose 
of brushing shrines and interior ot temples. 
Our women are veiy fond of cow’s hair. They 
use it in braiding their own hair. 
A good 
thing is good for all purposes aud always stands 
the icrst. 
BITTERNESS 
TOWARDS 
ENGLAND. 
Our -ocial condition to-day is miserable in­ 
deed. Hindoo- were proverbially well known 
to the rest of the world tor their undivided fam­ 
ily system. In one house lived fifty members of 
one family: parents and parents, "parents and 
their brothers, with son- and daughters, with 
their wiv. s and husband.- and children respect­ 
ively. At the time of dinner and supper there 
would !¡e fifty persons sitting in one or two row -. 
Partitions to nouses and division of property 
were unknown to the children of India before 
the English came 
there to establish their 
righteous Government. 
¡Jilt now, our houses 
have become so partitioned that two persons can 
hardly sit face to face. There are now pending 
in the Civil Courts hundreds and thousands of 
cases for division of ancestral property between 
sons and fathers.

and city. A griculture’ wa- in its full swing. 
Florists had busy time all the year round, in 
tiie Kings’ or Imperial Palaces singing and 
dancing of u’l kinds were continually kept up

Food and charity were profusely dis­ 
tributed to the poor at the royal doors every 
morning rih! evening. 
Even to-day in all 
native States in India, though crippled hv 
English influence, there are charity houses, 
where the poor are well fed. 
In Baroda, the capital of Gaikwar, 20,000 peo­ 
ple, both men, women aud children, get their 
daily pittance every morning, it consisting of 
one pound of rice and a quarter pound beans. 
In these native State- on auspicious davs or cm 
some grand occasion blankets and clothes are 
distributed amongst the |>oor. 
In addition to 
the supply lronc the Koval Palaces, hundreds 
and thousand- of noble families give public 
feast- to the jioor. 
These were the worthy 
nobles. Such were the Kings and Emperors of 
India. 
P.UT ALL IN NOW CHANGED. 
I will sava word in illustration. India annually 
pays 85cj0.00u,Ufj0, as deficit in the .stipulated 
sum, to the railway companies. Is it our rail­ 
way” Have we any right in the administra­ 
tions.’ No ; we areno better than beasts of prey 
when traveling on them. Blows, kick-, pusii 
arid thrust are especially reserved for us. A 
European beggar or loafer has a reserved com­ 
partment, w hereas our nobles nud gentrv are 
oulied and roughly handled by the meanest 
servants of the railway companies. 
An influential gentleman, a man of learning 
and wealth a m em ber<4 the Legislative Coun­ 
cil of India, but a native—Was traveling a s a 
iir.-t-class. passenger on the East India Kuihvliy. 
He had a through ticket. 
He was about to 
ente r a first-clu.-s carriage, v. hen a white nigger, 
who was sitting inside, im pertinently addressed 
the gentleman to the effect: “ Don’t come in : 1 
will force you out if you come iu." The gent le­ 
mán said, • 1 have as much right here as you 
have. " and was going to enter, when the Euro-* 
pean guard obstructed by standing in tho door. 
A graduate of the Bombay University, holclingthe 
decree of M. A., a great Sanscrit scholar, and a 
full-power Magistrate, was traveling as a sec­ 
ond-class passenger on the G re a t Indian Penin­ 
sular Railway. At Lanowhc Station au old Eu­ 
ropean woman, perhaps the w ife of a driver, 
earpeuteror blacksmith, required to go to the 
next station hy the same train. 
She wanted a 
compartment for herself, as she was too high a 
per-onagc to sit with an Indian gentleman."The 
guard a -k cl the native gentleman to vacate the 
compartment he occupied for the old woman of 
the conquering race. 
He objected to do so, as 
his blood, fresh fr*m the university, and his 
brains, sharpened by English logic hooks, could 
not permit him to put up with trie insult. 
But 
did the guard of 820 a month show any respect 
to an offic ial of S2P0? No. he forcibly dragged 
him as un anima! out of the carriage and hand­ 
ed him over to the police. 
Our vernacular 
press raised a hue and cry against the conduct 
of the company’s servants, hut in vain.

Of this tiie 
Governor-General ot India gets t fii.090 a month, 
the Governors of Bombay and Madras get each 
s’VOO a month, the Governors cl Funj.-ub and 
Bengal get $1,000 u month, chief Commissioner 
of oudh, Central ludia. Central Provinces, gets 
SffiOti) a month. The chief Justice of Bombay, 
Peval. shadras and all other Provinces each get 
$3.(K«' a mouth. There are nearly -0)0 officials 
whose salaries are $1.0c0 and f.VHi a month. 
Besides tnese, there are hundreds of officials 
whose salarie - arc from $250 to 81,000. These are 
n;l Europeans, emigrated to India to fill their 
pockets, and return home as wealthy citizens. 
India pays in this way $to.'00.000 to the sons of 
England’for their voluntarily gracious services 
rendered iu draining her of her surplus wealth. 
Do vou wonder that my people fed the burden 
of such olieron- taxation, for the purpose of giv­ 
ing these princely salaries to a horde of invad­ 
ing and overbearing foreign officials ? 
SILENCING PRINCES ANIi PR ES.-. 
The Maharajah of Kolhapur, one of the de­ 
scendants of Sliiwuji, who was the lion and ter­ 
ror to the whole of india, died a miserable death 
at the hands of an English soldier by name of 
Greene. 
The Maharajah was adopted to the 
th'one when he was very voting. 
lie was k:-pt 
under the surveillance of a I’olitienl Agent, who 
used to beat him always. The Maharajah was 
uot allowed to tee his parents, he was not al­ 
lowed to give a cent to a beggar. Just imagine

SOMETHING OF THEIR NATURAL 
HISTORY. 


Tbo V arious Species and th e D is­ 
tin gu ish in g M arks—Their Sev­ 
eral V isitations—Etc.

Union.] 
GEASSnOrrEBS AND LOCUSTS. 
|J. 11. Chapman, W hite Rock, Cal.: The 
package containing specimens of the so- 
called grasshoppers at hand. On exami­ 
nation I tind four species of the destructive 
locusts, and one grasshopper 
and one 
cricket. From this variety of species it is 
evident that in this State, as in the Eastern 
States, the different species of locusts, etc., 
go on the warpath together. It is unfor­ 
tunate that so ranch confusion exists in the 
popular classification of this section of the 
order Orthoptera; for instance, the true 
American locusts are popularly tbrmed 
grasshoppers, and the true grasshoppers 
are termed katy-dids, crickets, etc.; and the 
Cicada, which belongs to an entirely dif­ 
ferent order of insects, is termed a locust. 
The grasshoppers and locusts belong to the 
order Orthoptera for straight-winged in­ 
sect). When at rest the wings are folded 
longitudinally upon the body. The Upper 
wings are of a leathery consistence, corre­ 
sponding with the elytra of beetles, and the 
lower, or hind wings, give an additional 
character by which the insects of the fami­ 
lies, Gryllidw. Loeustidai and 
Acrididu* 
can be readily identified ; namely, when at 
rest they are folded like a fan. 
Those species arc unlike the butterflies, 
moths, beetles, etc., which undergo a com­ 
plete transformation, or which, in otiier 
words, in food, habits and appearance the 
insects undergo a complete change at eaeli 
transformation. In the Orthopterait can 
hardly be said with certainty when the 
larval" -tate ends and the pupa begins, or 
when the puna state merges into the per­ 
fect state. Therefore their transformations 
are said to be incomplete, as their larva.- 
and ptpa; resemble the perfect insect, ex­ 
cept that they have not attained full size 
and the wings are not fully developed. 
DllTERENCE BETWEEN GRASSHOPPERS ANI) 
LOCUSTS. 
In t: 
true grasshoppers the feet are four- 
jointed, and (lie females are provided with 
a curved or sword-shaped ovipositor, and 
the antennte long and filiform (thread-like). 
They live upon grasses and iree.s. 
On the true locusts the leet arc threc- 
juinled; the females have the tips of the 
abdomen furnished with four bony pieces, 
two of which are curved upwards and two 
downwards; an tennr- short and somewhat 
davale. They live upon the ground, or. in 
Other words, feed upon plants and vegeta­ 
tion near the ground. Locusts arc divided 
into many genera, which are comprised of 
thousands of species; hut in California we 
are only interested in two genera, namely, 
the Cal’ijitcnux and (EAipoda. Independent 
of the general characters described above, 
by which the locust can he distinguished.the 
genus Cduptenvs can be readily identified by 
(lie presence of a curious spine or thorn­ 
like appendage betwen the two fore or an­ 
terior legs. It is yellowish in color, and in 
the form of an awl-point. There are some 
thirty species of this genus known in the 
United Mates, but only three of them are 
known to be destructive in this State, 
nam ely: 
First—The Caloptcnvs spretus; color, red- 
disb-brown : length, one and one-quarter to 
one and a half inches : wings extend nearly 
one-lialf of an inch beyond the abdomen. 
The tip ;:f the abdomen in the male is dis­ 
tinctly notched. 
This species is popularly 
known as the 11 Hated Locust.’’ 
Second—The Ctloptenus Jiniur-nibnw. ; 
color, darker than spretus; body, about 
same size ; wings extend a little beyond tip 
of abdomen. These two species are difficult 
to distinguish, except by the difference in 
length i . wings. This second species is 
popularly known as the “ Red-legged Lo­ 
cust.” 
Third—The (.’aloptcnus ntlanth; 
color, 
bright gray and olive, with a diagonal iiue 
(white) from base of wing to hind, or pos­ 
terior, thigh. This species is popularly 
known as the “ Lesser Locust.” 
The genus t&lijMda are smaller than the 
VnlupUnus. the generic name meaning 
44 swelled legs.” They are not provided 
with as large wings as the Calojitcnus. and 
have gi rurally been considered harmless 
and non-migratory. However, one species 
is found in this .State that has proved very 
destructive, namely, (FAipnda atror, the 
specific name ntro.r meaning atrocious, and 
they may thereiore- lie termed the atrocious 
locust. This species travel only a small 
distance annually, hut they are found all 
over the Pacific e- ¡st. and accounts of their 
operations have been heard of from Santa 
Barbara, Fre no, Shasta, Sierra Valley, 
central California, etc., where in certain 
years they swarmed in immense numbers 
and destroyed crops, etc. The species which 
comprise this genus are not provided with 
the spines or awl-points between the fore­ 
legs as in Odontcnns, but have a rounded 
Adam’s apple instead. 
VISITATION OK LOCUSTS IN CALIFORNIA. 
A L n. S. Taylor, of Monterey. Cal., pub­ 
lished an excellent account of locust inva­ 
sions in the Smithsonian Report of l'-.v.-j, in 
which he says: “ The early Jesuit mission­ 
aries of California have left numerous re­ 
cords of their injuries on the Pacific Coast. 
Father Micheál" del Barco records their 
visitations in California in 1722, 1746. and 
the three succeeding years: also in 17Vi, 
1751, and i7*15. Clavig.ro, in his History 
of California, also gives a full description 
of these pests. In ¡S27. 1 s2s, and Is. 14, they 
«destroyed all the crops in the rancheros and 
missions, and in 1 '58 and 151U again did 
grc .t damage in upper California.” 
Savs Mr. Taylor in the report already 
alluded to: 
"U p to the 11th of Octo­ 
ber, 1565, and commencing about the 
middle of May, these insects extended 
themselves over a space of the earth’s sur­ 
face mu ti greater than has before ’been 
noted. They covered the entire Territories 
of Washington and Oregon, and every val­ 
ley of the State of California, ranging from 
the Pa ifie ocean to the eastern base of tl*' 
Sierra Nevada: the entire Territories of 
IT tali and New 
Mexico; the immense 
grassy p r a i r ie s lying on the eastern slope of 
the R ock/m ountains; the dry mountain 
valleys . ih- Republic of Mexico, and the 
countrii.- )f Lower California and Central 
i m< ri< i 4 and, also, those portions of the 
Ft ate t I Texas which resemble in physical 
charm ristic- Utah and California. The 
rucird-s prove that the locusts extended 
them? ! -vs in one year over a surface com- 
p n 
n1 within thirty-iighi degrees of lati- 
tilde, a*• ! .n the 1 roaileat part, eighteen de­ 
grees of longitude." 
On several days of June. July and Au­ 
gust, of 155”', the grasshoppers 
o r langos­ 
tín of the F¡ tmnrds) were seen in such in­ 
credible numbers in the valley of .Sacra­ 
mento, in California: in «lie valley of 
Colima i'l S uthv -t Mexico: in the val­ 
ley of the Great cult Like: in Western 
Texas, and in certain valleys of Central 
America, that they filled the air like flukes 
of snow on a winter’s day, and attacked 
everything greet: 
or succulent with u 
voracity, and dispatch destructive to the 
hopes of the agriculturists. 
In 1855 they again made their appear­ 
ance i:i p ris of Utah and California in re­ 
duced numbers. 
The second report of 
United .States Entomological Commission 
says: 
“ In 1855 swarms of atrocious locust. 
resembling a snow-storm, passed over the 
city of Suram ento during the noon hours 
of two days. 
They destroyed half the 
crops of Sacramento county.” 
In 18511 
locusts devaste id the valley on the west 
sid" of Pit and Fad rivets "(northeastern 
part of Cali.ornia), covered the ground; 
annoying to travelers and stock men. 
“ In l*ti2 and 1*0.5. at llornitos, they 
ca ne in .h ue and Julv, ’ like a glistening 
cloud,' and eat the bark of the peach 
trees. In ISO! and 1SG7 a swarm fifteen 
miles wide passed over Stockton from the 
north, 
so abundant 
that they filled a 
well.’ In 1300 tin y visited Tulare county 
from the southwt st m May and June, staid 
three weeks, eating grain and grapes. In 
187:5 they migrated to Southern ('a' i form a, 
doing gi cat damage. In 1877 locusts rav- 
ftge.l the coast from Point Conception to 
Satta Barbara. 
Ttie same year Fresno 
county was damaged $20,000; also, two 
swartos passed over the Rig Trees into San 
Joaquin valley, doing great damage. In 


1877, 1878 and 1870, the damage done in 
Sierra valley was ruinous to the residents." 
A thorough investigation of the present 
•visitation of locusts in central California 
demonstrates that the damage done so far 
is trifling, in comparison with their occa­ 
sional visitations in the Eastern States, and 
in nearly every part of the world, from 
times of Bible history to the present. It is 
true that a large number of individuals 
have sustained serious loss in sections of 
this valley, yet this cannot be considered 
as in anv w.ty resembling a plague. In 
many cases of *ur own knowledge the 
actual damage done is greatly exaggerated. 


METHOD FOR TH EIR EXTERM INATION. 
In the Arabian fable the locust is repre- 
scnted as saying to Mohammed, “ Weare the 
army of the Great God ; we produce ninety- 
nine eggs; if the hundred were completed 
we should consume the whole earth and 
also that which is in it.” The moral of 
this fable preseitts a truth which should 
stimulate the tillers of the soil where- 
ever 
they are 
to 
use 
every 
effort 
in their power to prevent the spread of 
these destroyers of crops. This can be done 
by the organization of societies, especially 
in th ■ districts infested, for the purpose of 
learning the natural history and habits of 
the Acrididx or family which comprises 
the various species of locusts. 
In each dis­ 
trict one or more persons should be selected 
to note when and where the female locusts 
have deposited their eggs. It is generally 
conceded that the most effectual means of 
preventing the spread of locusts at e ; First 
—Natural agencies. Second—The destruc- 
of the eggs. Third—The destruction of the 
wingless young. 


NATURAL REM EDIES. 
Scientists place great reliance in the as­ 
sistance rendered the tiller of the soil by 
(he 
natural 
enemies 
of 
the 
locusts, 
namely, 
the 
grubs 
(larva) 
of 
the 
liarpalus and telephorus beetles; the silky 
mite ( Trombidiunt sericuem), the locust mite 
(A. gryllarte), the red-tailed tachincoflv, the 
sarcophaga flesh fly, the hair-worm (Gor- 
dius aquatictu), the digger wasps, etc., which 
destroy millions of these pests in the 
various stages of their existence. 


T H E DESTRUCTION OF EGOS. 
Wherever the eggs are laid, if practicable 
the ground should be plowed deep and the 
egg masses turned below the surface as far 
as possible; or, if irrigatiou is practicable, if 
the ground is flooded for a few days the 
eggs 
will rot. Where deep plowing is 
not practicable, by light harrowing or other 
means for breaking the surface the broken 
masses of eggs will give the ground a 
whitish color, and ihus the eggs are ex­ 
posed to their natural enemies; and by 
bleaching in the sun, and being exposed to 
the rains and dews they will lose their 
vitality. Wherever hogs and cattle can be 
turned into the fields where the eggs 
abound, most of these will be destroyed by 
the rooting and tramping. In some Euro­ 
pean and Asiatic countries that sutler from 
locust depredations, rewards are paid by 
the Governments of a stated sum per kilo­ 
gram, or other measure, for c-ggs gathered. 


T H E DESTRUCTION OF T H E YOUNG WINGLESS 
LOCUSTS. 
W hen the young locusts appear in a 
district, growing crops can be protected by 
the construction of deep, narrow ditches, 
with the stooping edge next the infested 
grounds, and the steep or perpendicular 
side next the crop to be protected. In these 
ditches the baby locusts will collect in 
large numbers and perish. " The placing 
of loose stiaw or hay near the hatching 
grounds, into which the young insects 
gather for protection from tiie cold, when 
they can be destroyed by burning,” is an­ 
other method. 
Where applicable, the 
crushing of the insects by the use of 
rollers, etc., may be resorted to. The above 
are some of the means by which crops 
have been preserved from the invasions of 
locust in States east of the Rocky m oun­ 
tains and in the older countries, whore 
their incursions are far more frequent and 
disastrous than in California. 
Particular attention should be given from 
the present time until next August to learn 
where the eggs are deposited, so that a 
thorough warfare may be made to prevent 
the further spread of the locust armies. It 
is thought by many that the young wing­ 
less locusts which have infested districts in 
this county' were hatched in tiie distant 
foothills. Such is not the case ; the young 
locusts travel only a few miles, especially 
if there is plenty of food within their reach. 
W ithout doubt those now in this part of 
the State were batched in the immediate 
vicinity of the grounds on which they were 
first noticed. Many devices have been tried 
and proved successful to a great extent by 
individuals this season, all of which will 
be reported in due time, but at present the 
most feasible remedies are the destruction 
of the eggs and the young wingless locusts. 
To be fully successful the attack must be 
general. 
In examining the history and record of 
locust invasions in States east of the Rocky 
mountains and throughout the world, it is 
gratifying to know that California seems to 
stand specially favored as compared with 
almost any other locality or country that 
can be selected, both as to infrequency of 
their visitation, and the comparatively 
slight injury caused by them. 


PARASITE ENEM IES OF LOCUSTS. 
Í.. M. I.andsborough writes from Florin, 
Sacramento county, as follows: 
M althru 
Coo'kc— P e a r S ir: I send herew ith 
several varieties o f grasshopper or locust, such 
as we have am ong us at the present tim e, and 
desire such inform ation as you m ay be enabled 
to give me on the subject. 
Upon exam ination 
and dissecting the larger species or tlyers :! call 
these large brow n ones " tly e rs” because I do 
not th in k tl.is variety comes from the sm all 
“ hopper." or such of th e sm all ones as w e are 
fam iliar \i ¡tin, you will notice em erging there­ 
from ¡i worm or m aggot—often as m any as five 
and front th a t down to oue. These worm s come 
forth in a very lively m anner and to a 'l appear­ 
ances are as active as th e hopper or locust 
itself, 
it is generally supposed th a t th e gras 
hopper or locust deposits its eggs and these in 
dm season hatch . If this is so, w hence com es 
this lively worm, and w hat com es of it 7 I 
notice th a t the Roseville correspondent o f the 
Auburn Jtenuhlicaii credits this m aggot w ith 
destroying th e hopper and then itself becom ing 
a fly. Can we, then, look for delivereuee from 
all th e species through the sam e m eans? So 
far a- my observation goes, we have suffered 
little from th e flying species, th eir num bers be­ 
ing too lim ited to cause any anxiety, the p rin ­ 
cipal ravages being done by the sm aller and 
m ore active ones. 
An early reply w ill greatly oblige. 
R e p ly .—Package containing specimens 
at hand and carefully examined. In one 
of the "flyers," as you call them, I find the 
maggot of the tachma fly. and in others 
smaller specimens of maggots, probably a 
smaller species of fachina fly. These flies 
are parasitic in locusts, etc. 
The fachina 
flies fasten one or more of their eggs in 
those 
pans 
of 
the 
body 
of 
the 
locusts 
that 
cannot 
be 
readily 
reached 
by 
the 
jaws 
and 
legs of 
their victim, and their being detached is 
thus prevented. Generally they are de­ 
posited on the shoulders or under the base 
of the wings. In the course of a few days 
the eggs are hatched and produce a small 
footless maggot, which commences to fight 
for food by eating into the body of :ts 
victim, i t i s satisfied by eating only the 
fatty matter, leaving the vital parts un­ 
touched. The locust seldom dies before the 
maggots have emerged from their burrow 
to enter the ground, there to pass their 
transformation, but their presence in a lo­ 
cust is, however, the sure death of the vic­ 
tims. 
You may rest assured the maggots 
in this case are friends of the farmers and 
orchardists. 
The ÍIio3 of this genus resemble the com­ 
mon house-fly, hut are larger and covered 
with bristles. The species are all parasitic 
on caterpillars, etc. They fasten their eggs 
to the bodies ot their victims with an in­ 
soluble cement. The perfect insect appears 
in from 15 tu 1!) days after the egg is laid. 
IhiHy Tier: Placer county furnished some 
very line specimens of the deuda septaidi- 
enn", or so-called seventeen-vear locust, in 
1884. 
I am under obligations to W. G.

IRRIGATION FROM WELLS. 
The recent successful boring of wells in 
the vicinity of Sacramento has led to con­ 
siderable discussion and inquiry as to the 
supply of water that is thus obtainable for 
irrigation purposes. The very abundant 
amount of water which is found in this 
vicinity within a short distance below the 
surface indicates that in this portion of the 
■Sacramento valley at least there is an 
ample aud inexhaustible supply to be 
easily obtained, and without the least 
question 
being 
raised 
as 
to 
ripar­ 
ian 
rights, 
which 
is 
so 
strongly 
agitating 
some 
parts 
of 
the 
State. 
Wherever, therefore, in this part of the 
valley, the use of water for irrigation pur­ 
poses is desirable, it has been effectually 
demonstrated that we have only to sink a 
well or wells, and with an economical pat­ 
tern of boiler and engine, raise from near 
the surface whatever volume is sought, anti 
at comparatively small expense. While the 
water in these wells, as far as known, is of 
fair quality for domestic use, the consti­ 
tuent properties of the water do not need to 
be considered for irrigation purposes, as 
any of it is sufficiently good for that use. 
Let the latid-owner and the tiller of the 
soil take note of this wealth of water, and 
so far as its addition to the soil will effect 
the object, bring it into use, and make this 
valley in its increased prosperity to “ blos­ 
som as the rose." ' 


LOOKING FOR ARTESIAN W ATER. 
In the last New Year's edition of the 
R e c o k d -U n io n was published an interest­ 
ing article upon artesian wells, written by 
Assistant State Engineer C. V.. Grunsky. 
In that article Mr. Grunsky spoke concern­ 
ing artesian wells in Sacramento county 
and valley as follows: 
T here a ren o artesian w ells of any im portance 
in Sacram ento county, though th e deepest well 
in the State is located on the Norris grant, north 
of Sacram ento. The boring for artesian w ater 
o n th e grant was undertaken by Haggin it Carr, 
aud $20.000 w ere expended in sinking the well 
to over 2,100 feet. In th e locality chosen, w ater 
could be hoped for only in some vein direct from 
th e Sierra Nevada. 
In the Sacram ento valley 
north o f Sacram ento, the layers of clay are not 
as regular nor as continuous as in the San Joa­ 
quin valley. Very rarely does w ater 1 rom b e­ 
neath any of th e layers o f clay rise to the su r­ 
face. Borings o f considerable depth h ave been 
m ade in m any places on both sides of Sacra­ 
m ento river, but artesian w ater was found in 
sm all quantities only near W oodland, and at 
another place just north o f the A m erican river. 
F uture investigations and the prosecution of 
borings at other jo in ts m ay change the present 
outlook concerning artesian w aters in th e Sac­ 
ram ento valley. 
The question of sinking artesian wells in 
this part of the State is just now receivingJ 
considerable attention in connection with 
the recent successful boring for wells from 
which to pump water for irrigation and 
other purposes. It would be very desirable 
if artesian water could be found, and it is 
certainly a proper project for experiment. 
The Colusa Sun is urging with commenda­ 
ble zeal and in ti practical way the sinking 
of a well in that county. It says : 
The ta lk about an experim ental artesian well 
in the .Sacramento valley is again being dis­ 
cussed. The w ater w ill eom c to the surface at 
W oodland, but they have not a good flowing 
w t-il. At Sacram ento they h av e been successful. 
This shows th a t we m ay expect good wells fur­ 
th er up th e valley; one w ell would, to a certain 
extent, test the practicability of getting artesian 
w ater in th e valley. Now tbere is no use in e x ­ 
pending m oney in going around getting up a 
subscription, it is not right to let any one m an 
bear ad th e expense. 
We propose, therefore, 
to open a list of those w ho w ill lend ?10O toward 
th e experim ent. 
We w ill take th e nam es, and 
w hen we have fifty of them we w ill select a 
place as near th e center of the subscribers as 
possible w here the person on w hose land it is 
bored will refund all tiie m oney, in ease o f suc­ 
cess. and we w ill do all the w ork of superin­ 
tending th e w hole operation. The land ow ner 
is called upon to risk th e SICK)—nothing more. 
It it is a success, he can take his m oney back to 
apply to a well of his ow n. The Colusa Sun is 
down lor th e first hundred. Only forty-nine 
otherR w anted. W ho w ill be n ex t? If fifty 
subscribers shall be received, the m oney w ill be 
collected and th e Colusa County B ank m ade 
treasurer, and we w ill associate w ith us, as an 
auditing com m ittee to pay out m oney, W illiam 
Ash. of W illiam s; George B. H arden, o f M ax­ 
well, and i ’. B. G arnett, of Willows. 


GETTING A HOM E. 
A gooil example of what pluck ami de­ 
termination, with a goodly modicum of 
common sense, will do towards enabling a 
man who wishes to be a farmer and run 
his own ranch, is given by the Red Bluff 
Sentinel front a correspondent near that 
place as follows: 
Ten m iles north o f th e city o f Red Bluff there 
is a place known as th e .Summit ranch, on th e 
Cottonwood road, ow ned by G. W. Coffer A Son. 
who cam e there one year and a h a lf ago and 
found the forest untam ed, w ith n dense un d er­ 
grow th o f chaparral, chem ise and rnanzanita, 
and after paying the freight on a wagon th a t 
they shipped to Ked Bluff they h a d only fifty 
cents le f t: niter buying a can o f axle grease for 
forty cents they had ten cents left—all the 
m oney they had tocom m enco to m ake n hom e 
out ot th e forest. Now they li ave 320 acres o f 
land, a good barn, a com fortable house: there 
are ten aeres under good board fence, well 
cleared arid in a most perfect state o f cultiva­ 
tion, set out in fruit trees and grapevines, all in 
th e most healthy condition. 
The ground, 
though situated on th e sum m it o f th e divide, is 
m ellow and moist, mid requires no irrigation 
w hatever. 
Mr. Coffer told yourcorresiiondent 
th a t they had done all the w ork w ith th eir own 
hands, and were out o f debt. 
Besides this. 
Mrs. Coffer show ed m e on old-fashioned loom 
w hich they brought w ith them from th e south­ 
ern part ol th e .State. She has woven over five 
hundred yards of carpet on the loom since last 
( H'tolier, getting for it 35 and 1Ü cents per yard, 
in th e m eantim e doing ail her ow n housework. 
Thus by rigid econom y and honest industry 
they have cleared, out of a dense thicket, a 
beautiful hom e. 


PRUNING TREES AND VINKS. 
Tbere are those who regard the pruning 
season to be properly confined to the sea­ 
son when the leaves are off the trees, etc.; 
but there is no question that young trees 
and vines require watching during tiie 
growing season, and such cutting done liere 
and there as is needful to give proper shape 
and direction to them, and not unfrequent- 
lv they require cutting hack, for various 
reasons well known to fruit-growers. 
At 
this season ot the year care should he taken 
to keep all superfluous shoots removed, 
which by remaining will lessen the growth 
of desirable wood, or take strength front 
maturing fruit. 
The same is true with 
sprouts starting tip from the roots or the 
trunks of the grape vines. 
If orchard and 
vineyard are frequently gone over, these 
growths are easily removed. 
At the recent State Horticultural meet­ 
ing. \Y. \V. Smith, of Yaca Valley, gave 
his views as to pruning trees to secure 
proper form, etc.. as follows: 44 Aitcr the 
trees are first set in the orchard we prune 
them about fifteen inches above the ground. 
Any buds which start below the first head 
of the tree, formed by pruning, should lie 
rubbed off, and the sap will thus be saved 
and forced upward. 
It is characteristic C'f 
a budding tree that it seldom comes out 
straight from 
the ground. 
The crook 
usually found in such a tree, as the stem 
emerges lrom the ground, should lie turned 
to the north nr northeast when the tree is 
planti• 1, and that will usually prevent trees 
from being tilled with borers, as the mill­ 
ers always lay ttieir eggs on the south or 
sunny side of the branch. 
If you wish 
your trie to grow straight vou should 
prune on the inside of the branch. 
In 
pruning always be careful so as to bring 
the shears out even with the bud. To keep 
the branch straight the buds on each side 
should be pruned every alternate year. 
Three brandies funning a triangle at the 
head of a tree form about tiie best starter 
possible for a strong tree." 


RAISING SH EEP FOR MUTTON. 
John Wentworth contributes to tiie Chi­ 
cago Times an earnest plea for the South- 
ilowns, which he asserts cost scarcely any­ 
thing to raise, leave land richer than they 
find it. destroy noxious weeds and plant's 
and get the sod into tame grass, whilst 
tbev will also cat bunch grass which cattle 
ordinarily refuse. Ho states that lie lias 
kept them for twenty-five years, and found 
no difficulty in keeping them in good con­ 
dition in winter on prairie grass alone. 
They can be herded in the same pasture 
with horses and cattle, their sprightiiness 
enabling them to keep out of tiie way of 
injury. A half-blooded Southdown—the 
cross upon a Merino or long-wooled sheep 
—makes verv good mutton. The second 


cross is still better. The third croes is 
hardly discernible from the full-bloou. 1 he 
wool averages $1 50 a head, but is consid­ 
ered a mere incident, the animal being t'^4 
garded exclusively as a meat pe ducer. 
About half the yield are twins. Finally, 
he urges that the fanner who keeps aouth- 
downs "is always prepare! for company, 
and can send more beef, pork a n d poultry 
to market, besides having tLc best ol living 
at home.” 
B IT T E R W ORKER. 
I have a method of working butter that 
is somewhat primitive, but nevertheless the 
best, I believe, in existence. I have had 
some controversy with manufacturers of 
machines, over a statement of mine that 
there were no machines made that were lit 
to be used to handle butter with, from the 
fact that any grinding process is delete­ 
rious. The Blanchard is not a machine, 
only a peculiar shaped combination of 
tables worked together by a hand lever, 
which produces the same effect in a mere 
awkward way tnan my simple board and 
roller, with which I can handle ten pounds 
of butter as easily as they can five pounds. 
W ith a wliitcwood board, as wide as can be 
obtained, and three feet long, and a large 
bilker’s rolling-pin, roll ‘>ut the butter in a 
sheet as fur biscuits from dough, absorb 
the buttermilk with a fine, flat sponge (1 
have used one costing 50 cenls for three 
years), then, by a quick turn of the roller 
over the end of the sheet, wind the butter 
around the roller, lift it clear from the 
board, and turn it and unroll in a p ile in 
the middle of the board; wipe the milk 
from the board and repeat the operation a 
few times, and you will be ready for salt. 
After weighing the butter roll out all over 
the board evenly as possible, and roll the 
batch up like a jelly ro ll; turn it around 
lengthwise of the board, and repeat the 
first operation until the butter is ready to 
mold or cut into cakes. This is tiie quick­ 
est, easiest and best way to work butter ; 
and with a little experience a man can 
handle fifteen to twenty pounds at a time, 
and finish it in less timo than in any other 
way tiiat I know of. I can give you de­ 
tailed reasons for this statement, but I think 
they would be obvious to any experienced 
person.—[Rufus Worthing, in New Eng­ 
land Farmer. 


FEEDING M ILK TO POULTRY. 
A neighbor of ours whose hens, to our 
exasperation, kept laying on when eggs 
were 45 cents per dozen, while ours per­ 
sistently laid otf during the same season, 
on being questioned, revealed the fact that 
his liens had a pailful of skimmed (perhaps 
clabbered) milk eacli day, and no other 
drink. 
On comparing notes, we each 
found :liat our management of our fowls 
was almost exactly alike, with this single 
difference—a difference that had put many 
a dollar to the credit side of his ledger, 
while our own was left blank dining the 
same period, and this thing had been 
going on for years, with the results in favor 
of a milk diet. Young chickens should be 
encouraged to grow as rapidly as posible, 
both for their own good and t lie pecuniary 
advantage of their owner. Sooner grown 
less feed is a sure rule always. To breed­ 
ers located in a butter-making district 
there is no food ol more piofit for this forc­ 
ing process than curd made of skimmed 
milk separated from the whey.—[Exchange. 


GENERAL NOTES. 
In selecting females for breeding pur­ 
poses. whether cow, ewe. marc or sow. al­ 
ways prefer those that are good milkers. 
Ait animal that provides its young with 
plenty of nourishment, even if inferior.will 
give better results than one more highly 
bred if it does not give its voting enough for 
proper growth. It is of course best to select 
tiie well-bred stock for breeding purposes 
in preference, but tiie matter of milk pro­ 
duction should always bean im portant‘oue. 
A farmer writes the Colorado Fanner that 
for scratches in horses take white pine pitch 
resin, beeswax and honey, half ounce each; 
fresh bird, half pound ; melt well together 
over a slow fire; stir till quite thick, so tlint 
the parls may not settle and sopante. This 
also makes an excellent application for 
harness galls, cuts and sores of all kinds on 
horses and cattle. 
Oyster shells, old mortar, crushed egg­ 
shells, chalk, burnt limestone, all go to the 
assistance of forming the shell, and the 
hens should have something of thnt na­ 
ture in order to be able to lay regularly. A 
hen can no more lay front insufficient egg 
material than a cow can give milk without 
proper grain aud hay. 
A successful farmer at tiie East says: 
“ In plowing use a subsoiler to loosen the 
hard-pan, or else gradually bring up the 
heavy clay by sinking tiie plow a little 
deeper each year. Another profitable way 
is to give two plowing.s, first bringing the 
clay to tiie surface, and then throwing it 
back again.” 
The best stock-water is that of living 
springs ; the next, that of running streams. 
Fully equal to these, save in the exception 
of hardness, is the water of wells, free from 
surface drainage. The worst water is that 
of siack streams, aud especially stagnant 
ponds. 
An Eastern exchange says ; " The drivcn- 
weli patent, which lias been the source of 
so m uch troublesome litigation against 
farmers, expired on January 14th, and any 
one is free hereafter to drive a well on iiis 
own premises without fear of prosecution.” 
A man poled some lima beans with com­ 
mon, six-loot iatbs. driven one foot into 
the ground, and when tiie vines iiud 
climbed the three-foot poles they were 
pinched hack. 
Result, more and earlier 
beans than ever before. 
Arizona has grass enough to feed 5,000,000 
cattle, but much of it can lie made no use 
of liecau.se there is no water. Artesian wells 
will probably remedy this difficulty. 
The cherry' grows best in a rich, warm, 
sandy loam." if a mulch of leaves, straw or 
brush is nut around them they M ill be very 
much benefited by it. 
A steer was lately taken to the Cincinnati 
market that weighed 4,250 pounds. 
It was 
six years old, and was reared near Decatur, 
Ind. 
The finest-flavored mutton everserved on 
a Colorado tabic, it is said, had been fatted 
on alfalfa. 


D og I n t e l l i g e n c e .— A dog was called to 
the witness-stand in the Bow-street (Lon­ 
don) Police Court the other cay, and. 
placing his fore paws on tiie ledge, sur­ 
veyed the audience undismayed. Being 
inarticulate, iiis owner had to explain the 
share which the dog had had in preventing 
the death by suicide of a wretched woman, 
■"ho threw herself into the river from the 
Victoria embankment. A few seconds 
afterwards a gentleman passed by, accom­ 
panied by his dog, a half-breed Newfound­ 
land and retriever. The dog ran down the 
steps, returned to his master, looked up in 
his face, gave two short barks, and made 
for the steps leading to the water again. 
The gentleman followed the Jog. and per­ 
ceiv’d the woman struggling in the water. 
The animal swain toward, her, caught hold 
of her dress, and dragged tier towards the 
stairs. The gentleman had meanwhile 
walked into tlie water up to his knees, and

April 21st.—Michael P. Grace, of 
New York, the brother and partner of 
Mayor Grace, has just concluded the pur­ 
chase from the Government of Peru of the 
wonderful Orova Railroad, the construction 
of which made Henry Meigs, the Califor­ 
nia fugitive, not only rich, but famous. 
This road has been counted as the eighth 
wonder of the world, fot4 there is nothing 
in the Rocky Mountains or the Alps which 
compares with it as an example of en­ 
gineering science, or presents sublimer 
scenery. But neither scenic grnndeui nor 
engineering genius alone can make a rail­ 
road pay, particularly if it goes nowhere. 
In this instance the money gave out when 
the road was only partially completed, 
there remaining filly miles between the 
present terminus (Cilicia) and the point 
which was aimed at—the mines of Cerro 
del Pasco, probably the richest and most 
extensive stiver deposit in the world. Most 
of the grading and tunnels between Chicla 
and the mines have been completed, and it 
only remains to lay the rails and put in the 
bridges to send 


a l o c o m o t iv e o v e r t h e a s h e s 
Into the great valley which stretches north 
and south between the two Cordilleras. 
This Mr. Grace lias agreed to do. The com­ 
pletion of the line to the mining regions 
will cost $10,000,000, hut the portion of the 
line already constructed and in operation, 
with all its rolling stock, station houses, 
and equipments of every sort, he gets for 
practically nothing, as under the conditions 
of a ninety-nine years’ lease he lias the use 
of the railroad and all that belongs with i: 
for nothing for the first seven years, and 
pays but $25,000 per year fur rental for the 
property during the remainder of the term. 
In other words, Mr. Grace gets a property 
which cost $27,000,00(1—eighty-six miles of 
railroad already equipped and in operation, 
fifty miles of "the most expensive tunnel­ 
ing and grading in the world—for nothing, 
provided he will complete the line. And 
more than this, he gets the Cerro del Pasco 
silver mines, which were discovered 250 
years ago by the Jesuits, and have yielded 
hundreds of millions of dollars, even un­ 
der the primitive system of working which 
has been applied to them by the monks 
and the native Indians. This Cerro del 
Pasco district has given Peru its fame fur 
mineral wealth, and competent engineers 
assert that it contains the

T H E WORLD. 
The silver is not in fissure veins, but in an 
enormous mass of ore, similar to the car­ 
bonates of Lcadville, yielding from $40 to 
$100 per ton, and worked at a cost of $3 per 
ton. Even the tailings, which the priests 
and Indians have left during the two and 
a half centuries they have been diggitfg 
awav in their rude manner, can he shipped 
tn New Y'ork at a profit, anil they amount 
to millions of tons, with silver enough in 
them to pay the cost o! constructing the 
road, and affording it a business that will 
pay the expense of opera!ion. About 10 
per cent, of the Cerro del Pasco district is 
now occupied by native miners, who arc 
pegging along in the old-fashioned way, 
losing more silver than 1 hey win in their 
operations, and securing about one-quarter 
of the profit they could gain by the use of 
improved machinery. 
Their mines are 
constantly flooded with water, and have to 
be abandoned the greater part of the year. 
There are also a number of old mines 
which were worked first by the Jesuits and 
then by the Government, but which were 
long since given ttji and allowed to fill with 
water. These abandoned mines Mr. Grace 
agrees to pump and place in working order, 
and when they are cleared he lias the priv­ 
ilege of working them to his own pruht for 
ninety-nine years. The local miners have 
agreed to give him 20 per cent, of their 
gros3 product for introducing pumping 
machinery and operating it. 
The same- 
set ol pumps will serve the whole district, 
and the revenue which will be derived 
from 
T H E N ATIV E M INERS 
Will pay the expenses of keeping in order 
the mines which Mr. Grace will operate, 
it is estimated that $750,000 will clean up 
the properlvand pay fur the necessary ma­ 
chinery to do thorough work, and the profits 
cannot be overestimated if all that is told 
of the mines is true. 
1 will not repeat the 
fables and traditions about (líese mines, of 
which the air is full. The El Dorado, for 
which the world was hunting two centuries 
ago, was but a shadow of the substance 
said to have been found here. Away in 
in the heart ot the Andes, almost beyond 
the reach of men, involving an enormous 
cost for transportation, and an expense of 
operation which miners of modern times 
would consider unprofitable, the priests 
and monks in past centuries have found 
untold tons of treasure. The one-fifth, 
which was always set apart for the King of 
Spain, and of which a record was scrupu­ 
lously kept by the Viceroys, reached into 
the millions, and the tithes which were 
paid to the Church amounted to millions 
more. 
During the last few decades the 
mines have scarcely been worked, for as 
large a product of silver as I’eru could con­ 
sume was found in more convenient lo­ 
calities. 
TH E RAILROAD 
Was begun by Mr. Meigs in 1870. Starting 
from the sea,"it ascends the narrow valley 
of the once sacred Rimac, rising 5,000 feet 
in the first forty-six miles, toa healthy val­ 
ley, where the people of Lima have found 
aii attractive summer resort; then it fol­ 
lows a winding, giddy pathway along the 
edge of precipices and over bridges that 
seem suspended in the air. tunnels the An­ 
des at an altitude of 15,(545 feet—the most 
elevated spot in the world where a piston- 
rod is moved by steam—and ends at Orova, 
12.178 feet above the sea. Between the 
coast and the summ it there is not an inch 
of down grade, and the track lias been 
forced through the mountains by a scries 
of sixty-three tunnels, whose aggregate 
length is 21,000 feet. The great tunnel of 
Galera, by which the pinnacle of the An­ 
des is pierced, will be, when completed, 
3,800 feet long, and will be the highest ele­ 
vation on the earth’s surface wfi ro any 
sucit work has been undertaken. Besides 
boring the mountains of gi mite and Wav­ 
ing the cliffs along their sides to rest the 
track upon, steep cuttings anil superb 
bridges, the system of reverse tangents had 
to be adopted" in canyons that were too 
narrow fo rc u rv e . No tiie track zigzags 
up the mountain side, on the switch and 
back-up principle, the trains taking one 
leap forward, and after being switched on 
to another track, another leap backward, 
until the summit is won; so that often 
there are four or live lines of track parallel 
to each other, one above another, 


ON TH E MOUNTAIN HIDE. 
Almost the entire length of the road was 
made by blasting. There is no earth in 
sight except what ivas carted up for use in 
ballasting, aud the work of grading was 
done, not by the pick and shovel, but with 
the driii and hundreds of thousands of 
pounds of powder. 
Itis estimated that the 
construction of this road cost Peru 7,000 
lives front pestilence and accident. Land­ 
slides, falling bowlders, premature explo­ 
sions, sorrache—a disease which attacks 
those who are not accustomed to the raw 
air of the high altitudes—levers caused by 
deposits of rutten granite and other causes 
resulted in a frightful mortality during the 
s-ven years the road was under construc­ 
tion. but the project was pushed on until 
tiie funds gave out. The cost in human life 
was no obstacle. At several points it was 
necessary to lower men by ropes over the 
edge of precipices to drill holes in rocks 
and put in charges of blasting power, and 
this reckless style of construction was at­ 
tended by frequent fatalities. A curious 
accident occurred at one point on the line, 
where a plumber was soldering a leak in a 
water-pipe. A train of mules was being 
driven up the trail loaded with cans of 
powder. One of them rubbed against the 
plumber, who struck at the animal with 
his red-hot soldering iron, which in some 
way came iu contact with the powder and 
caused an explosion, which blew the whole 
1 train of mules, the gang of workmen, the 


plumber, and everybody who was by, over ; 
the precipice, whose sides and bottom were ( 
strewn with fragments oi men and mules 
for a mile. 
THU. SCENIC GRANDEUR OF THE ANDES 
Is presented nowhere tuore impressively 
than along the canyon of the Rimac river, 
which this railroad follows. The moun­ 
tains are entirely bare of vegetation, and 
are simply monstrous masses of rock, torn 
and twisted, rent and shattered by the tre­ 
mendous volcanic upheavals which often 
occur here. At the bottom of the canyon, 
and where it occasionally spreads out into 
a valley of minute dimensions. ..re the re­ 
mains of towns and cities whose history is 
unknown. Here is a region which bears 
no resemblance to any other picture of na­ 
ture ; lifted above the rest of the world as 
coldly and calmly silent, as impenetrable 
as the Arctic stars. 
Hero was developed a 
civilization which left memorials of its ad­ 
vancement, genius and industry carved in 
massive stone, und written upon the ever­ 
lasting hills in symbols which even the 
earthquakes have been unable to erase. 
Here are the ruins of cities more populous 
than any that have existed in 1’i-ru since, 
evidence of industry which th ir destroy­ 
ers were too indolent to imitate, and a 
skill which could co p e wiib evi rything but ! 
the destructive weapons of the invaders. ¡ 
A survey of their remains justifies the esti- i 
mates ot4 their enormous population, which ’ 
are that the people once herded in these 
narrow valleys were as numerous a- th -so 
now spread over the United States. The 
struggle they had to sustain themselves 
shown by the traces of their industry ami 
patience. They built their dwellings up m 
the rocks, aiul buried their dead in caves 
to utilize what soil I here was for agricult­ 
ure. They excavated great areas in the 
desert unt.l they reachctl moisture enough 
for vegetation, und then brought guano 
from the islands ol4 the sea to till these

They were carried over 
narrow valleys upon enormous embank­ 
ments, and show evidences of engineering 
skill as great as that which lifted tiie Meigs 
railroad above the clouds into the moun­ 
tains. Massive dams and reservoirs were 
erected to collect the floods that cante from 
the melting snows, and the water taken to 
localities which arc rainless. 
Under these 
conditions, in this great struggle for ex­ 
istence, the lucas established aud sustained 
a Government, the first in which the equal 
rights of every human being were recog­ 
nized. und worshiped a being whose at­ 
tributes were similar to those of the Chris­ 
tian God. 
The great sea, breaking with 
ceaseless thunder upon the rocky coast,

T H E DW ELLER IN T H E DESERT 
W ith reverence and awe, and he who 
shivered in the snow-capped mountains 
recognized by an equally natural logic that 
the sun was the source of light an.l happi­ 
ness. Hence these two objects—the sun 
and the sea—were personified and seated 
upon the timmes of the magnificent pan­ 
theons of the Incas. The race which eon- 
q tie red thctu catue with dripping swords 
and lust for plu oler. 
Skilled in the arts of 
peace, hut powerless in war. there ivas no 
adequate resistance, and the lilood-aud- 
goid-thirsty Bizarro rode up this valley on 
a mission of murder, rapine and destruc­ 
tion. The towers stand as he left them : 
roofless walls, in a silence which not even 
an echo will agitate. 
Occasionally the 
Spaniards built new places of residence to 
utilize the improvements of the Incas, but 
three years ago the Chilean army came 
down the valley and treated the Peruvians 
as Bizarro treated the race wliioli lie found 
here. 
It takes a power of steam to ascend this 
road with its average grade of 4 per cent., 
but in coming down the boilers are allowed 
to cool, and only stearu enough is kept to 
hold the brakes and blow the whistle. We 
came down part way in a hand-car at t lie 
rate of a mile in two minutes, and it was 
as exciting a ride as one can imagine.

T h e M a ra u d in g A p a c h e s —A lm o st M ira c ­ 
u lo u s K sc a p e o f a W o m a n . 


T u c s o n , June 12th.—Judge Harrison tel - 
egraphed from La Noria yesterday to the 
Arizona Pioneers tiiat fifteen stands of 
arms were required for protection against 
the Indians. The necessary arms and ljxxi 
rounds of ammunition from the military 
authorities at Fort Lowell were obtained 
as a loan to the Pioneers, and were for­ 
warded to La Noria. As* the Indians are 
likeiv to pass very near that [dace, the 
arms may be required for use almost at 
once. 
A letter dated the 11th was received this 
evening from Price’s ranch, about fifteen 
miles south of Fort Bowie, which says a 
band of about 75 Indians, to appearances 
aii bucks, passed through that section of 
country on Sundav la: 
The first intima­ 
tion of their presence was their attack on 
Bridger's and Frye's ranches. While these 
men held the Indians back in the canyon, 
a man by the name of Williams, who hap­ 
pened to be there with a buckboard, 
took 
Frye's 
wife 
and 
children 
in 
safety to Rigg's ranch. 
Mrs. Bridger, 
who remained, had a narrow escape while 
attempting to jein her husband and Frye 
behind the rocks near the house. 
The 
bullets cut her dress in several places, and 
ploughed up the ground about her. At 
one time six Indians rose from behind a 
bank, and at short range fired at Frye while 
he was running, hut missed. Not being 
aide to dislodge them, the Indians with­ 
drew. taking with them Frye’s mule. They 
next raided the place of Owen Williams, 
but finding no one there they headed to­ 
wards the Price ranch. 
Price had in the 
mean time been notified of their coming. 
W . P. McCallum, who was there with a 
fresh horse saddled, succeeded in running 
the horse herd in. H e also warned the 
people in Bonito canyon, across the mouth 
of which the trail passes. He was ret tru­ 
ing when he met the Indians.but succeeded 
in escaping. Price’s place was defended by 
four men. The Indians, on discovering 
this, circled around and did not attack. 
They next visited the randies of Fife, Mo- 
Calltim and White. 
At White's ranch they 
killed three beeves, but molested nothing 
else. A posse was organized at White's to 
intercept them, bat finding that the In­ 
dians had left the trail and cut aer »ss the 
country, were obliged to abandon the pur­ 
suit. No troops followed these hostiles, nor 
have the military made any effort to inter­ 
cept them. The Indians when attacking 
Frye and Bridger used Government cart­ 
ridges. 


HOT PURSUIT OF T H E H O STILE?. 
Tombstone, June 12th.—This city is wild 
with rumors to-night of ail kinds. The 
fact that citizen soldiers have united with 
tin1 regular troop of cavalry from Huachuca, 
andaré pressing on the Indians in earnest, 
keeps the public interest strained to the 
highest pitch of excitement. The receipt 
of the following message lends fuel to the 
flame, an l the city is hourly awaiting 
tidings of a decisive engagement:

. a courier arrived at Fort Huachuca this 
evening with intelligence that the united 
forces of citiz.ens and soldiers had been 
fighting continuously all day in the north 
end of the San Jose mountains, near the 
Mexican line. No particulars, however, 
are given. The wildest rumors are current, 
worthy of no credence. 
Lewis Williams, of Bisbee, sends word 
by mail this morning : “ All is excitement 
and confusion now. Our volunteers sent 
runners in this 
morning with a 
re­ 
port that no hostiles are seen in the 
Dixie canyon or Mule mountains north 
of us. This 
antedates the 
Huachuca 
report,

showing action south toward the line. 
(Postmaster Cluiu, of this city, who is an 
ex-San Carlos Agent, accompanied the 
Tombstone citizen company to Bisbee.

D e m i n g , June ]2th.—John Biggs and 
Dan McFarland came into Anitmas with a 
report that the Government wagons, loaded 
with supplies and ammunition, were at­ 
tacked in Guadalupe canyon, and the en­ 
tire escort of four soldiers and a Lieutenant 
killed. 
The party had camped, and were 
sitting down eating dinner when surprised 
by the Indians, who secured the am m uni­ 
tion, guns and horses. The men think the 
name of the officer killed is Elliott, but are 
not certain, and it will not be verified un­ 
til Colonel Head and Tracy, who went out 
to bring in the bodies, have returned. The 
bodies of one buck and one squaw have 
been found in Doubtful canyon, near where 
the cowboys had a fight with the Indians. 
The squaw was stii! breathing when found 
—the fourth day after the fight.

HEALTH OE THE STATE. 


S ick n ess R ep o rts from S even ty D ifferen t 
L o c a lities. 
Dr. G. G. Tyrrell, Permanent Secretary 
of the State Board of Health, gives the fol­ 
lowing summary as to the health of the 
State in his circular of June 10th : 
Reports from sixty-eight localities th is m onth 
do uot show unyjm ateriai Ulerease of disease iu 
auv ixirtir.n of th e State. N ew castle, Calico, 
D urham , H ayw ards. A uburn, Del Norte. Sierra 
Valley, D ow hieville, P rineeton, Vort ltidw ell, 
Jaeksou. St. 
H eleua, 
AVcavervilie, 
B artlett 
Springs, Ontario, Berkeley and Susanville re­ 
port no deaths w hatever, and no epidem ic dis­ 
eases. As these localities em brace a large area 
o f country w hich is thickly settled, it slmtva a 
very satisfactory eouditiou of tlie general health 
o f the com m unity. 
Among those reporting deaths, Los Angeles 
shows an increased death rate from consum p­ 
tion. 
Dr. Baker, th e H ealth Officer, w rites th at 
this inereasi d m ortality ir ow ing to th e large 
influx of th a t class or patients—those w ho seek 
th e genial clim ate o f I.o- Angeles in hope o f re­ 
covery, w hen recovery is impossible. Santa 
B arbara reports five deaths from this disease, or 
one-half o f the whole m ortality for th e m onth. 
In thi? county th e sam e conditions prevail as in 
Los Angeles, in regard to the clnss o f invalids 
th at seek its invigorating air, and w ith no bet­ 
te r result. 
Of the zym otic diseases, scarlet fever caused 
ten deaths in Los Angeles, w here it w as epi­ 
dem ic. 
No deaths from th is disease are re­ 
ported from any o th er locality. 
Measles, although still extensively prevalent, 
has occasioned no deaths th a t have been re­ 
ported, except in San Francisco, w hich reports 
tw enty-six deaths. 
D iphtheria caused forty deaths; of w hich 
num ber thirty-one occurred in San Francisco, 
w here th e disease prevails extensively. In the 
other localities there w as ono d eath only in 
Benicia, one in Red Bluff, one iu Santa Cruz, 
one in W atsonville, one iu Siskiyou county, and 
tour in Paso Robles, w hich, w hile a Cause tor 
congratulation, is also a note of w arning to th e 
sanitarian th at the disease is lingering here and 
there over a vast ex ten t o f country, and w ithout 
vigilant care on the p a rt of those intrusted w ith 
the conservation ol the public health m ay, at 
any m om ent, becom e both virulent and epi­ 
dem ic. 
Croup, so closely allied to d iphtheria, caused 
one death in O akland, and twenty-five iu Sau 
Francisco. 
Sm all-pox is happily absent from tlie State. 
However, from its prevalence in E ngland, and 
its appearance and dissem ination through a late 
arrival of im m igrants in New York, v. e m ay not 
be long w ithout a visitation from this- terrible 
disease. Tlie necessity of seeing th at vaccina­ 
tion is efficiently perform ed u¡>on the unvacci­ 
nated is a dutv that, is earnestly dem anded. 
Do 
not w ait u n til fear drives applicants to your of­ 
fice; com m ence the work noiv, and m your dis­ 
trict see th a t every child under your care is 
efficiently protected; by th is m eans you m ay be 
th e m eans of saving your tow n from the ravages 
of a i estilcnee th a t spares not. 
T yphoid fever is reported us having caused 
n ineteen deaths—one in AVillit-. one in Wood­ 
land, one in W illiam s.one in S anta Barbara, one 
in O akland, one in San Jose, three in Los Ange­ 
les and ten in Fan Francisco—w hich speaks 
well for the sanitary condition of the State. 
T ypho-m alarial lever had a m ortality of 6; 
rem ittent fever 1. 
Am ong th e diseases of tlie respiratory organs 
consum ption heads th e list, having 07 deaths 
outside o f Fan Francisco, being an increase of 
25 over last m onth. 
P neum onia w as fatal in 61 instances, an in ­ 
crease of 15 over last report. T he extrem e v a­ 
riation o f tem perature during th e past m outh 
readily accounts lor th e increased num ber of 
cases, and probably th eir fatality. 
B ronchitis records but 3 deaths outside of 
San Francisco—one in Bodie and two iu O ak­ 
land. Sau Francisco reports 19 deaths from this 
cause. 
, 
Jn diseases of th e alim entary canal, d iarrh ea 
and dysentery, although very prevalent, only 
increased the m ortality list 10. 
Cholera infantum is credited w ith 19 deaths— 
an increase of 8 from last m outh. 
The sickness reports lor this m onth, as gath­ 
ered from some 70 different localities, indicate 
th a t th e general h e a lth o f th e State is rem ark­ 
ably good. 
Scarlet fever is reported as prevailing iu Los 
Angeles, although Dr. B aker w rites that it is now 
subsiding. Two cases w ere reported iu Redding, 
and a nii:d form is epidem ic iu AVcavervilie and 
vicinity. 
It is also reported in Fort Bidwell, 
Rod B luff M illville and Bakersfield, also o f a 
m ild type. 
Measles are epidem ic iu Forest H ill, Santa 
Rosa, Sacram ento, Han Francisco, and prevail 
m ore or less in Galt, F ort Bidw ell, Jolon, Santa 
C lara and Berkeley. 
P neum onia is prevalent in Fort Bidwell, Santa 
Rosa, Sacram ento, W eaverville, Forest H ill, 
W illits, 
CasTrovilie, 
Vallejo, 
Point 
Arena, 
Bakersfield and Chieo. 
B ronchitis is also prevalent in A'ailejo, R ock­ 
lin, A rbuckle, Point Arena, Red B luff Santa 
Rosa. Modoc county and Santa Ciara. 
D iphtheria is reported in Jolon, Fort Bidw ell, 
S anta Cruz, Napa, Sacram ento, Red Bluff, 1‘aso 
Robles and Point Arena. These are all sporadic 
cases, few in num ber, and no epidem ic of the 
disease prevails, except in San Francisco. They, 
however, adm onish us to vigilance to prevent 
an outbreak.

Castroville, M illville. V alhjo, Angels Camp, 
Volcano. A rbuckle, Foiut Arena, Bakersfield, 
end Berkeley. 
It i3of a m ild type, and gener­ 
ally am enable to treatm ent. 
Cholera infantum is quite prevalent in H an­ 
ford and Santa Clara and vicinity. Extrem e 
■ variations of tem perature have been assigned 
by num erous authors as the chief cause of 
d iarrh ea and dysentery. 
Heat does not of itself 
seem capable of producing dysentery, us, ac­ 
cording to Ili'.si h, there are regions in the 
tropics w here dysentery is unknow n. In th e 
tropics, how ever, it is quite prevalent and often 
epidem ic during the hot and rainy season, 
lie a t and m oisture seem to be efficient causes, 
but in tem perate, or sem i-tropic clim ates, such 
as California, it may be attributed to cold nights 
following hot day--, such as we have experienced 
during th e past 'm outh. O pinions are divided 
upon (ho contagiousness of dysentery, the m a­ 
jority denying th a t it is contagious. A uthori­ 
ties arc not w anting w ho have given well 
m arked instances w here its spread was u n ­ 
doubtedly ow ing to infection. 
It w ould be 
well, therefore, to look upon every dysenteric 
stool a? daugerous, and have jt disinfected and 
buried a s a precautionary m easure. As w e are 
ignorant of w hat th e m iasm a of dysentery 1?, 
w hether of vegetable o r anim al origin, we arc 
unable to ren d er harm less th e conditions upon 
w hich it dtqiends. 
We know o f nothing w hich 
protects against its influence; we m ust, there­ 
fore,w hen d iarrh ea and dysentery prevail, seek 
im m unity by such prophylactic m easures as are 
best calculated to protect th e individual from 
th e causes th a t predispose to the disease; and 
the first attem pt iu this direction should be 
m ade in having every source of uncleanliness 
rem oved, and. if possible, destroyed: privies, 
dn :n« and sewers should be exam ined, cleaned 
and disinfected, because there are strong rea­ 
son for believing th a t both epidem ic diarrhea 
and dvscnti ry are prom ulgated and dessemi- 
tm ted through th e evacuations of th e sick. The
